Late News 


British Embassy, Rome 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS, Lord John Hope, 
has commissioned Sir Basil Spence to 
design the new British Embassy offices in 
Rome on the site of the former British 
Embassy. Announcing this in a written 
reply in the House of Commons on Tues- 
day, the Minister said: ‘I propose to 
retain this site for use by Her Majesty’s 
Government and in consultation with the 
appropriate Italian authorities to go ahead 
with the erection of the Embassy Offices 
on it. I have invited Sir Basil Spence to 
act as architect for the building and I am 
very glad to say that he has accepted the 
commission.’ 

The site for the new offices comprises 
six and a half acres just inside Michael 
Angelo’s Porta Pia. The new office build- 
ing on the site will accommodate about 
125 staff and it is hoped to complete the 
building in three and a half to four years’ 
time. 


Councils Without Chief Architects 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, stated in a written 
reply to Mr. Deedes, in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday, that he had seen 
the list recently published by the RIBA 
of local authorities who did not employ 
chief architects. He had also seen the 
associated circular entitled ‘The Archi- 
tect in Local Government.’ Mr. Deedes 
had asked what steps the Minister had 
taken to encourage those local authorities 
to remedy this deficiency. 

The Minister said the list referred to 
authorities who did not employ chief 
architects; a number of them did in fact 
employ architects although not in chief 
posts. He continued: ‘ Within recent 
months I have frequently expressed my 
concern both in Parliament and at meet- 
ings of local authority representatives 
about the standard of design in local 
authority building, some of which is very 
good but by no means all. I am consider- 
ing whether there is anything more that I 
can do to ensure a higher standard all 
round and I am taking account of the 
views expressed.’ 


New Knightsbridge Hotel? 


SAVOY HOTEL LIMITED has acquired, partly 
on lease and partly freehold, an island 
site of just over one acre in Knights- 
bridge, London. The site is bounded by 
Knightsbridge, Wilton-place and Old 
Barrack-yard. A statement issued on 
Tuesday night said that plans for future 
development to be carried out by the 
company are under consideration. No 
mention was made of a new hotel, but it 
is understood that this possibility is ‘ not 
excluded.” The Savoy directors have 
appointed as their architect Mr. Brian 
O’Rorke, RA, FRIBA, who will design 
the new buildings in consultation with 
Sir Howard Robertson, RA, FRIBA. 
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Housing: A Social Explosion? 


‘iT 1s clear to me,’ said MR. WILLIAM DEEDES, MP, in a 
recent debate on housing in the House of Commons, ‘ that 
a surprisingly high proportion of the new houses which 
are to be built will be built in rural England, in what its 
protectors call “ virgin countryside.” I do not think that 
much longer all of our so-called affluent society will be 
content to live in urban compression. . . . I think that we 
may be on the threshold of a tremendous social explosion 

and it is a social force which will not be contained 
by the Town and Country Planning Acts.’ 

Many will hope that Mr. Deedes is wide of the mark 
in this rather alarming and depressing forecast. In fact, 
there are some weighty reasons why he should be wrong. 
The chief of these is the time, cost and discomfort 
involved in travelling long distances to and from work 
morning and night in overcrowded trains. At the present 
time. indeed, there are signs of a turn of the tide, a 
reviving preference for ‘ urban compression,’ though of a 
kind completely different from the sort of thing that 
Mr. Deedes so rightly deplores. 

Vast areas of obsolescent and wasteful suburban sprawl 
are overdue for redevelopment. Revitalised with the 
amenities of contemporary urban life, these could well 
serve as a strong counter-attraction to the often delusive 
appeal of rural areas. That man generally succeeds in 


destroying what he covets is seen only too convincingly 
in the urbanisation of great tracts that within recent 
years were ‘ virgin countryside.’ The more effectively the 
Town and Country Planning Acts contain, or divert Mr. 
Deedes’s ‘ social explosion’ the better it will be for the 
country and for the beneficiaries of this age of affluence. 
Mr. Deedes in his outspoken speech made one point 
that unites the various camps interested in the housing 
question and its solution—that the task of planning for the 
siting of the many hundred thousand new homes yet re- 
quired is beyond the scope of the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government alone, for the reason that so many of 
the factors which affect the question lie outside the 
Ministry’s orbit. Mr. Deedes suggests that something in 
the nature of a Cabinet sub-committee should be set up— 
comprising Housing, Transport, Labour and the Board of 
Trade which are the four principal agencies involved—to 
keep the matter under constant surveillance. This proposal, 
or something very like it, hes of course already been made 
by the National Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
and Mr. Deedes’s speech adds weight to the argument, 
far, Mr. Brooke, the Minister of Housing, has not con- 
ceded the need for any such committee; if he is going to 
persist in this stand, it would be helpful to all concerned 
if he would state a case for his refusal.

THE COMPETITION SYSTEM, which has not 
had an altogether unchequered run of 
late, has received strong support in recent 
weeks in the form of satisfactory results 
from two competitions—the first the 
Wokingham town hall contest, and the 
other the competition for new head- 
quarters for the Irish Sugar Company in 
Dublin. In the former case, the assessor, 
Mr. Clifford Culpin, achieved a commend- 
able result for his promoters in the 
remarkably short time of 5 months, by 
virtue of giving a clear lead to what was 
wanted and by simplifying the competi- 
tors’ task by providing forms on which to 
supply the floor areas, specification notes 
and short analysis of cost. Mr. Culpin 
also followed the good practice of asking 
for dye-line prints. These factors, no 
doubt, were at least in part responsible for 
a result which the promoters regard as 
highly satisfactory. 

The second blow for competitions was 
struck on Monday in Dublin where Mr. 
Raymond McGrath, as chairman of 
assessors for the Sugar Company's build- 
ing design, put over a splendid case for 
the competition system, paying generous 
tribute to the RIBA and to enlightened 
promoters (he mentioned the ‘ News 
Chronicle’ schools competition of pre- 
war days and the Gotenborg competition 
of the early ‘thirties which set the stan- 
dard for modern concert hall design in 
Europe), who had done so much in the 
cause. In the end, of course, it is the 
quality of the entrants which counts but 
enlightened assessors pave the way. 


Brains Trust on Architecture 


PERHAPS it is a reflection of the growing 
public interest in architecture that an 
architect, in the person of Mr. J. M. 
Richards, was included last week in BBC 
Television’s ‘ Brains Trust’ on Thursday 
evening. The chairman for the occasion 
was Norman Fisher, while those two stal- 
warts of the programme, Dr. J. Bronowski 
and Alan Bullock, completed the team. 
Two questions were posed directly re- 
lating to architecutre. The first asked 
what the team thought of John Betje- 
man’s view that the scale of tall buildings 
erected today was ‘inhuman.’ In short, 
such views found no support from the 
Brains Trust and, indeed, Mr. Richards 
seemed to find Mr. Betjeman’s ideas on 
modern architecture beneath contempt. 
The second question, submitted by a 
Liverpool architect, Mr. Herbert Thearle, 
led to the livelier discussion. He wanted 
the Trust’s comments on the view that 
a national style in architecture was im- 
portant to this country if we were to 
continue to attract overseas tourists. 
Those acquainted with the team will not 
be surprised to know that __inter- 
nationalism won hands down. This led 
to some interesting comments by Mr. 
Bullock on the choice of Prof. Arne 
Jacobsen as the architect for the new 
St. Catherine’s College, Oxford. The 
Master of St. Catherine’s said that the 


choice was made because they wanted not 
a Danish architect, nor a foreign archi- 
tect, but Jacobsen himself to design the 
college. Mr. Richards remarked that in 
the event they had got a *‘ very American- 
looking’ design, but Mr. Bullock said 
that this was one of the things that he 
liked about it. 

If the RIBA are to achieve their pur- 
pose of raising the status of the profes- 
sion in the public’s eye intelligent dis- 
cussions of this kind can play a useful 
part, particularly, it is suggested, if those 
taking part can follow Alan Bullock’s 
example of injecting a little more humour 
into their discourses. 


IUA Congress Hospitality 


THE ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIATION has 
taken over from the IUA Organising 
Committee the responsibility for organ- 
ising private hospitality to foreign archi- 
tects who will be in London next summer 
for the IUA Congress. The aim is to 
entertain in private homes in London on 
the first evening of the Congress, July 3, 
as many as possible of the 1,000 or more 
foreign architects who are expected to 
attend the Congress. Members of the 
AA and also, it is emphasised, any archi- 
tects who are not members of the AA, 
are accordingly asked to invite groups of 
five or more delegates to their homes (or 
else to their offices) for an informal party 
with, it is suggested, a buffet supper and 
some drinks 

Many architects can recall with 
pleasure some hours spent in a private 
home while abroad, and they in particular 
will be anxious to reciprocate. The 
1960 IUA Congress presents British archi- 
tects with an unrivalled opportunity for 
meeting members of their profession from 
other countries, and it is to be hoped 
that they will be generous in the hospi- 
tality that they offer to our foreign 
visitors.

F. R. Yerbury’s 75th 


ANYONE, and that means everyone, who 
knows Frank Yerbury must have been 
astonished at the news that the spry figure 
that presides over the destinies of the 
Building Centre celebrated his 75th birth- 
day on Saturday last. Frank Yerbury has 
been a leading character in the architec- 
tural and building world for almost half 
a century, first as secretary of the Archi- 
tectural Association, then as a photo- 
grapher of buildings of the highest class 
(he and Sir Howard Robertson are pri- 
marily responsible for the wave of con- 
tinentalism which swept over Britain 
between the wars) and finally as the 
originator and guiding genius of the 
Building Centre movement in _ this 
country. Here his fertile mind and quick 
appreciation of what is news in building 
have given him a very special place in 
the industry, and in the affections of its 
various members. 

The Centre itself laid on a show for 
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him last week, but what must have given 
equal pleasure was a luncheon given in 
his honour by the RIBA. Here’s to the 
next 25 years! 


Ladies at the QS Dinner 


WHAT IS NORMALLY an all-male occasion, 
the annual dinner of the RICS quantity 
surveyors’ committee at Grosvenor House, 
was graced last week by the presence of 
two ladies—the chairman of the London 
County Council, Mrs. F. E. Cayford, and 
Mrs. Peggy Borckenhagen, of Johannes- 
burg. Mrs. Borckenhagen is one of the 
few women in senior posts as quantity 
surveyors—with her husband Carl and 
with Mr. T. Louw, she is partner in one 
of South Africa’s leading firms of quantity 
surveyors, and on this occasion was 
representing the president of the chapter 
of South African Quantity Surveyors. 
Mrs. Borckenhagen, who has an archi- 
tect son in practice in London, tells us 
that there has been some decline in the 
amount of work on offer and on tender 
in the Union, and that this is particularly 
true of private work. From figures sup- 
plied by Barclays Bank DCO it would 
seem that this trend is recent, as the 
total value of plans passed for the 18 
principal areas of the Union for the first 
nine months of 1960 at £48.6m. is £2.8m. 
better than for the corresponding figures 
of 1959. It seems early to say 
whether the slackening of demand which 
Mrs. Borckenhagen reports is temporary 
only, but the uncertainty in the African 
political field is, no doubt, a big factor.

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Proposed Civic Centre, Heywood 


CHARLES B. PEARSON & SON, architects 


HEYWOOD TOWN COUNCIL, Lancashire, have 
commissioned this design for a new civic 
centre, which includes assembly rooms, swim- 
ming baths, municipal offices, a council 
chamber and committee rooms. The council 
have approached the Minister of Housing for 
his agreement in principle to borrowing the 
necessary sums of money. It is hoped that 
he will agree to allow building of the assembly 
rooms and the swimming baths to start in 
1963. The estimated cost of these two build- 
ings is £300,000. 

The site is in the centre of the town, 
adjacent to the library and Post Office, and 
on the eastern fringe of the main shopping 
area. The swimming baths have two pools: 
a large pool with 6 racing lines, 110 ft. x 
48 ft., designed to the Amateur Swimming 
Association’s National Standard, and a 
smaller pool, 90 ft. x 30 ft., is included for 
club use and teaching purposes. A single- 
storey wing contains slipper baths. 

The assembly room building defines the 
south side of the new pedestrian town square. 
(The east side will be defined by municipal 
offices. Committee rooms and_ council 
chambers will be elevated to first floor level 
to give visual continuity between the swim- 
ming baths and the assembly rooms). The main 
hall, seating 675, will be at first floor level 
approached by two semi-circular stairs. This 
can be divided into two halls, seating 450 and 
200 and the whole floor is designed to be 
used for dances, banquets and other functions.

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Hospital, West Cumberland 


THE NEED for a new hospital in West 
Cumberland arises from the general 
shortage of hospital accommodation in 
that area relative to its population. The 
area is a self-contained and isolated 
industrial one, with a population of 
roughly 140,000, nearly 40 miles from 
the nearest alternative hospital centre. 

The site selected is of approximately 
47 acres at “ Homewood,” Hensingham. 
It lies two miles south of Whitehaven 
on the east side of the main White- 
haven-Millom (A.595) road. The route 
from Whitehaven is continuously lined 
with housing, but it is understood that 
development will not extend beyond 
Homewood. To the north is a consider- 
ably developed housing estate. 

The building programme is divided 
into several phases. 

The first stage began with reconstruc- 
tion of Homewood House, the only 
existing structure on the site, as a 41- 
bed unit for tuberculosis patients, and 


this unit is now open. Residential 
accommodation for its staff, a house for 
a Medical Officer and a small hostel for 
nine nurses were completed by the end 
of 1956. The total cost of this first stage 
was approximately £55,000. 

The second stage will provide the 
simpler buildings—principally those of 
a single storey, and including a 2-ward 
geriatric department, a _ psychiatry 
ward and infectious diseases cubicle- 
ward, the first wing of the nurses’ home 
and a number of houses for other resi- 
dent staff. It will include service build- 
ings (for the ultimate complete hospi- 
tal} such as the boiler house, group 
laundry, artisans’ workshops, and 
garages, a temporary kitchen and stores, 
and a mortuary, as well as the initial 
site-works, such as fencing, roads, 
ducts, drains and service mains. This 
second stage will provide about 100 
beds and its estimated all-in cost is 
approximately £700,000. 


The third stage will provide the main 
multi-storey hospital block and further 
residential accommodation. This will 
be the largest of the four phases and its 
all-in cost will probably be of the order 
of £1,800,000. The main block will con- 
tain not only the general medical and 
surgical, children’s, gynecology, E.N.T. 
and eye, and orthopedic and accident 
wards, but the operating and X-ray 
suites, the casualty department, the con- 
sultative outpatient department, accom- 
modation for the hospital’s pathology, 
pharmacy, physiotherapy, occupational 
therapy and central-sterilising services, 
the catering department, staff dining 
rooms, hospital stores, the hospital and 
group administration, non-resident 
changing rooms and an appropriate hos- 
pital chapel. 

The detailed planning of the fourth 
and final stage—the 56-bed maternity 
and ante-natal wing, together with the 
last of the staff accommodation—has 
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not yet commenced. Sketch plans are 
with the Ministry and it is hoped that 
this will now be incorporated in stage 
3. Its all-in will probably be 
£233,985. 

PLANNING AND SPECIAL FEATURES. 
Homewood House is a red sandstone 
mansion which has been converted into 
a fully equipped, self-contained nursing 
unit providing 41 beds for tuberculous 
patients. It provides particularly 
pleasant accommodation for long-stay 
patients, who are accommodated in 
small wards, and there is also a day 
room and an open air garden terrace. 
The unit is completely self-contained, 
but in due course certain services will 
be provided from the main hospital. 
This old mansion is within the curtilage 
of the new hospital site and is set in 
pleasant parkland and surrounded by 
many magnificent old trees. Staff 
accommodation in the form of a house 
and hostel has been provided adjacent 


cost 


to Homewood House and these will form 
the nucleus of the planned residential 
accommodation for the completed hos- 
pital. 

Stage 2 has been planned as a self 
contained group of buildings which will 
be joined to the main hospital block 
upon the completion of Stage 3. The 
psychiatric ward will be a single-storey 
building providing 16 beds for patients 
and ancillary accommodation including 
a treatment suite for both inpatients and 
outpatients, together with good day- 
time accommodation for up-patients and 
occupational therapy. The patients will 
be accommodated in single or double 
wards. 

The geriatric block will comprise two 
wards providing 30 beds each for the 
care of elderly people. Each ward, in 
addition to the normal ancillary accom- 
modation, will have a large sitting room, 
a dining room, and open terraces and 
verandahs. It is intended that the 


general atmosphere in these wards will 
be one of airy lightness, and that the 
open plan will avoid a heavy institu- 
tional character. The cubicle block has 
been designed to accommodate 20 
patients, mainly in single rooms. The 
purpose of this building is to deal with 
infectious diseases requiring isolation. 
The nurses’ home will be a three- 
storey building providing bed-sitting 
rooms for nursing staff and, in addition 
to common sitting rooms on each floor, 
there will be a large common room, a 
dining room for occasional meals, a 
television room and other accommoda- 
tion providing a comfortable environ- 
ment for nurses living in the hospital. 
Other staff accommodation will consist 
of houses for medical officers, and 
houses, flats and flatlets for senior nurs- 
ing staff, which it is proposed will be 
let at reasonable rents. These are sited 
away from the main hospital buildings, 
towards the south boundary. 
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Some Notes on Architectural Education 


Advantages of Establishing a Two-tier Profession

aBouT 1955 there was some discussion 
on the possible advantage of dividing an 
expanding profession into two tiers, and 
recently this suggestion has been revived. 
However, it must be realised that the 
problem in a highly developed technical 
society, where architects are called to 
provide a variety of services, is not only 
one of tiers, but of specialisation within 
an upper or intermediate tier—specialisa- 
tion in design, construction, environ- 
mental physics, administration, communi- 
cation, sociology, aesthetics and law. 

The future of the architect as 
‘ universal man’ was discussed in Reyner 
Banham’s ‘ 1960 Series’ (1), but even in 
the past it would seem that this was never 
more than an ideal aimed at but not 
achieved. On examination it may be 
found that a three-tier profession would 
work better, and that there is a case for 
a draughtsman class with a technical and 
non-theoretical training outside the 
framework of the universities and col- 
leges. Or is it symptomatic of our age 
that we must try to gratify the aspiration 
of every draughtsman to be an architect? 

The word ‘architect’ means different 
things to different people, with the result 
that the service provided is rarely the 
service sought by the client, and, in the 
broadest terms, by the community. The 
result is waste within the profession— 
waste in training, overlapping of capa- 
bilities and thus of work, and serious 
gaps in specialised knowledge. 

These notes are only exploratory—they 
show a pattern of the past and suggest 
some avenues of development. 

Architectural education in this country 
has grown up in a form different from 
that which existed in Europe and the 
United States and has largely been 
dictated by a differing set of circum- 
stances. Whereas in France central 
government examinations produced the 
atelier system where students worked 
under the inspiration of a patron or 
visitor and proceeded to each examina- 
tion as and when they became proficient 
in the various categories of the syllabus; 
and whereas in America university edu- 
cation in architecture is almost universal, 
the educational set-up in Britain has been 
more complex. 


The Crafts Movement 


The power of the crafts movement at 
the end of the nineteenth century per- 
petuated the pupilage system in an 
expanding profession at the beginning of 
this century, and government examina- 
tion of proficiency has never been part 
of the system. The first examinations of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
held in 1863, were voluntary and were the 
first formal recognition in this country 
that any kind of systematic study was 
essential for an architect. The experi- 
ment was hardly a success in its early 
stages for in the first 19 years only 12 


examinations were held and 37 passes 
obtained. After May 1882 the examina- 
tion became obligatory for entry into the 
associate class of membership, but 
students were still only required to pass 
one examination (2). 


Attempts on the part of private and 
public bodies to assist students to gain a 
fuller architectural education within the 
framework of the pupilage system 
developed slowly and sporadically. Part- 
time instruction was started at some of 
the London schools. The Liverpool 
course (3), which was one of the first in 
the country, began in 1893 as supplemen- 
tary evening instruction for three or more 
years (with optional day courses in paint- 
ing and sculpture, and, to begin with. 
additional evening classes in the crafts). 
A small full-time course was begun in the 
following year but only nineteen certifi- 
cates were awarded before the first 
honours degree award was made eleven 
years later. 


Because of the background of the 
pupilage system British architectural edu- 
cation has developed through the assist- 
ance of four types of schools: technical 
colleges, colleges of art, independent pro- 
fessional schools and the universities, 
each working, sometimes in a confused 
way, within the national framework of 
education established and revised by the 
Board of Architectural Education of the 
Royal Institute. 


The Training of an Architect 


In the past discussion within the pro- 
fession has tended to revolve around the 
methods of teaching and the contents of 
the curriculum in most arguments on the 
education of the architect; and largely 
because the system of architectural edu- 
cation in schools of art or universities 
has become standardised in the country 
and throughout the Commonwealth, the 
general framework of school education 
tends to become accepted without ques- 
tion. The two present keys to the attain- 
ment of professional status, the external 
examinations of the RIBA, and the three- 
or five-year courses leading to exemption 
of part or whole of these examinations, 
are so familiar that already we are begin- 
ning to forget that the whole structure of 
school education in Great Britain is no 
more than about sixty years old. 


Most people will agree that the full- 
time training in a school of architecture, 
while providing theoretical instruction 
which cannot be so easily or so satisfac- 
torily obtained elsewhere, cannot hope to 
produce an architect in five years. The 
lack of practical experience of the young 
architect was the cause of the change in 
policy undergone by the schools in the 
"thirties of this century, when a curricu- 
lum based largely upon the teaching of 
architectural composition was superseded 
by one which tried to simulate the atmos- 


phere of the office and the site in the 
school studio (4). 

This compromise as a complete solu- 
tion to the problem was doomed to 
failure from the start for it provided few 
advantages of the old pupilage system 
and, by its inroads into the course, 
seriously upset the study of the theory 
of design and since then various efforts 
have been made to introduce a period of 
actual office experience, either during the 
course or after its successful completion 
before the attainment of the coveted goal 
of the title of ‘Architect.’ The inter- 
mediate position before the prize is won 
is an unsatisfactory state of vacuum akin 
to the proverbial position of the naval 
midshipman—school studies have been 
completed but a necessary period of time 
has to elapse before the grade is made. 


Vitruvius Views 

In appreciating this state of affairs, I 
have asked myself these questions—How 
can the necessary need for a theoretical 
and a practical training be best achieved? 
What degree and type of training is most 
urgently needed? And third—is there 
a need for a subdivision of grades within 
the profession for which different types 
of education would be most suitable? 

Teachers of architecture have always 
realised the need for instruction in both 
theory and practice. 

Vitruvius opens his treatise with some 
pertinent remarks upon the training of 
architects. In the second paragraph he 
writes, ‘so architects who without cul- 
ture aim at manual skill cannot gain a 
prestige corresponding to their labours, 
while those who trust to theory and 
literature obviously follow a shadow and 
not reality. But those who have mastered 
both, like men equipped in full armour, 
soon acquire influence and attain their 
purpose, ... Therefore a man who is to 
follow the architectural profession mani- 
festly needs to have experience of both 
kinds.’ (5) 

The Roman system of education was 
continued at Byzantium, and the archi- 
tects of Heron’s school stated that archi- 
tecture could be ‘divided into a theore- 
tical and a manual part; the theoretical 
part is composed of geometry, arithmetic, 
astronomy and physics, the manual of 
work in metals, construction work, car- 
pentering and the art of painting, and the 
manual execution of these things.’ (6) If 
Vitruvius leaves us in doubt as to whether 
he intended his practice (Fabrica) to be 
drawing office skill and routine or an 
actual manual engagement in building, 
there is no doubt in the intention of the 
teachers of Heron’s school. For them 
the architect must partake of manual 
experience not only in building but in 
the allied arts. 

Though none will deny that a know- 
ledge of office work is essential to an 
architect, the ‘isolation’ of the modern 
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architect's office can be just as dangerous 
as the ‘fantasy’ of the schools of archi- 
tecture (7) in promoting a paper archi- 
tecture divorced from a precise know- 
ledge of materials and their most appro- 
priate use. 


Specialist Instruction 


If we agree that some form of school 
training is necessary, and this is largely 
due to the large entry into the profession, 
the need for specialist instruction in cer- 
tain subjects and the size and constitu- 
tion of many offices which allow their 
principals no time to indulge in systema- 
tic training of their younger members of 
the staff, what is the best time then for 
students to undertake a training at a 
Schoo] of Architecture? Professor Simp- 
son, one of the great pioneers of modern 
architectural education in this country, 
was of the opinion that pupils should 
attend for two years before they entered 
an architect's office. He did not intend 
that the course should supersede the 
pupilage system but should be preparatory 
to it. The elementary knowledge should 
be taught from the very beginning for 
‘the great advantage of working on draw- 
ings for actual buildings ceases to be an 
advantage if the pupil works, as the parrot 
talks, without understanding.’ (8) The 
two courses should be distinct and 
separate. ; 

Evening classes and part-time tuition, 
he believed, failed for two reasons—the 
work was not continuous or systematic 
enough; and students were reduced to 
the position of crammers who have to get 
in the greatest amount of work in the 
shortest possible time. If this course is 
undertaken straight after the normal 
school education the student is most sus- 
ceptible to the training in a school of 
architecture. This initial training can 
be most suitably conveyed in a University, 
especially if some other steps are taken 
which I shall enunciate later. The liberal 
atmosphere and the wide association of 
company found most particularly in a 
residential University opens the way to 
a wider knowledge (9), and a three-year 
course is that usually required for the 
award of a bachelor’s degree in a faculty 


of arts. 


It has been noticed that some students 
seem to show signs of fatigue in their 
fourth year, and the five-year course puts 
a heavy financial strain on some students 
even with the help of a scholarship. The 
three-year course is more manageable for 
these two reasons. 

After the completion of the three-year 
full-time course the student would then 
become an architectural assistant getting 
experience in an office. Because of his past 
experience he would be an asset to the 
office and be in a position to profit from 
its practical training. This, allowing for 
an adequate amount of office experience, 
would prepare the advanced student for 
the final training in his step towards the 
grade of architect, which could be under- 
taken in the form of a post-graduate part- 
time course of two or three years, with 
the final award of a master’s degree or a 
diploma and entry into the top grade of 
the profession. There are many who 
could not undertake this final course and 
who are most suitably placed in the lower 
grade. But more about this later. 


Type of Training Required 


This now brings me to my second main 
point—what degree and type of training 
is most urgently needed? In 1895 a brave 
idea was instituted in Liverpool under 
the ‘strange’ auspices of the University 
and the city, the establishment of a 
School of Architecture and Applied Arts. 
This was an attempt to combine under 
one roof the training of the arts of paint- 
ing, sculpture and architecture, together 
with the applied arts and crafts in a close 
harmony which had existed at certain 
periods in the past (10). 

From the 14th to the 16th century in 
Italy there had been this close relation- 
ship in the arts and the crafts, artists 
who had sometimes received their basic 
training in one art or craft spending the 
major part of their life in the practice of 
another. Thus the architect Brunelleschi 
was trained as a goldsmith, Bramante and 
Peruzzi were originally painters, and who 
can say if Michelangelo was in truth an 
architect, painter or sculptor at heart (11). 
And with the establishment of the 
academies of art, architecture was taught

alongside painting and sculpture (12). In 
this way students had an opportunity of 
appreciating the use and the views of 
their colleagues in the other branches of 
the arts, which usually led to a har- 
monius handling of all of the arts. 

The arts shared a common theory of 
design based upon a universal canon of 
proportion. But the important point 
here is that the courses were both indi- 
vidual and united. Some subjects were 
common to all students, some particular 
to a particular art, but at all times the 
close association was there. The prin- 
ciple was to be repeated at Liverpool 
where, according to Professor Simpson, 
its originator, the School of Architecture 
was to be a school of design, training 
students in all the different arts and crafts 
allied to architecture. All worked side 
by side under a common roof under the 
leadership of architecture as the one great 
art which embraces every technic art (13). 

The Liverpool idea was not long-stand- 
ing, for in 1902 a split came and the allied 
arts passed to the City College of Art. 
But in Germany some of the seeds took 
root in a modified form when Walter 
Gropius founded his teaching policy at 
the Bauhaus first in Weimar and later in 
Dessau. Explaining his policy, he 
described what he and his associates 
‘preached in practice was the common 
citizenship of all forms of creative work 
and their logical interdependence on one 
another in the modern world. We 
wanted,’ he wrote ‘to help the formal 
artist to recover the fine old sense of 
design and execution being one, and make 
him feel that the drawing board is merely 
a prelude to the active joy of fashioning. 
Building unites both manual and mental 
work in a common task. Therefore all 
alike, artist and artisan, should have a 
common training.’ (14). 

At Dessau the arts and crafts were not 
only closely associated but undertook a 
combined course of training for the basic 
part of their curriculum. Though this 
had not actually been done at Liverpool 
the idea was there and T. G. Jackson, 
who shared many views in common with 
Simpson, expressed it two years after the 
inauguration of the course. He main- 
tained that small buildings such as subur- 
ban houses could not afford the services 
of an architect nor need they be designed 
by an architect, but they should be 
designed by someone with an architec- 
tural training. In his case he proposed 
that builders should attend this course on 
architecture and that what was wanted 
was not so much a ‘ school for architects ’ 
but a real ‘school of architecture.’ (15). 


Subdivision of Grades 


This brings me to the last point. Is 
there a need for a subdivision of grades 
within the profession for which different 
types of education would be most suit- 
able? At the end of the last century 
Jackson made the distinction between the 
designer of the modest dwelling and the 
architect engaged upon the design and 
supervision of the erection of some major 
building. Today with the rapid growth 
of techniques in construction the task of 
the designer of large works is becoming 
increasingly difficult and specialised, and 








to fit a man for this career it is essential 
that he should receive the best education 
possible. The task can only be under- 
taken by the best and the most imagina- 
tive brains, and it seems unfair that they 
should be forced to go through a mill 
timed to allow the lower grade an oppor- 
tunity to keep up, or to force this lower 
category to undertake instruction for 
which it is not suited. 

This is a serious handicap in the formu- 
lation of a five-year full-time course, but 
could be overcome by the institution of a 
three-year basic course to be followed at 
a more mature age by those capable of 
profiting by it and able to proceed to a 
higher grade, by an advanced post- 
graduate course; the two theoretical 
courses being separated by an adequate 
period of suitable practical experience. 

Much of the basic course would be 
shared by builder, engineers, surveyors 
and clerks of work. Such a step might 
do much to reconcile the conflicting out- 
looks of the architect and engineers. The 
post-graduate course could have various 
aspects and cover various avenues of 
approach, dealing with the advanced 
theory of design and construction. This 
is no new proposal. A smaller state of 
affairs arose in the late Roman and 
Byzantine Empires when schools of archi- 
tecture had to fit men for a profession in 
which structural technique was advancing 
at a hitherto unprecedented rate. The 
serious need for specialists in this field 
produced a new grade in the architectural 
profession. As leaders of the profession, 
the new men called ‘mechanicus’ so 
superseded those who had been called 
‘architectus’ that from the 4th century 
AD that term became devalued and 
acquired the meaning of ‘ master builder’ 
(16). 

The qualification ‘ mechanicus ’ was not 
easy to attain, for it required a laborious 
training, both theoretical and practical, 
nor was it a young man’s qualification, as 
we gather from Pappus’ description of the 
school of Heron, which explicitly men- 
tions a training ‘ from youth’ emphasising 
the length of the experience needed (17). 

Professor Aitcheson once wrote ‘It is 
only by putting architecture again on a 
constructive basis that we can hope to 
succeed’ (18). The advanced theory of 
architectural construction can be taught 
in schools of architecture, but it can only 
be adequately assimilated by mature 
students after practical experience gained 
by a combination of office drawing and 
site supervision.

‘Building Roundabout’

THE short essay of four or five hundred 
words is not much practised nowadays. 
It used to be done most readably some 
years ago in ‘ The Evening News’ by the 
late Oswald Barron, under the pseudo- 
nym of ‘The Londoner,’ and more 
recently the late Sir Stephen Tallents 
did much the same thing in the columns 
of ‘The Sunday Times’. In the opinion 
of this reviewer, one of the few writers 
to vie with these master craftsmen is Mr. 
Arthur Kenyon in the series of articles 
which he has contributed to ‘* The 
Builder’ over the past year or two under 
the title of ‘Everyday Things.’ 

Many who enjoyed reading those 
articles week by week will be glad to 
learn that a selection of sixty of them 
have just been republished in book form. 
They are well worth reprinting, for they 
are not only light and eminently readable 
but have certain qualities of permanence 
due to the nature of their subject matter. 


They come as freshly as ever on a second 
reading and one is again struck by the 
breadth and diversity of Mr. Kenyon’s 
knowledge, his sympathetic outlook and 
keen eye for detail. 

All have a connection with building 
or with the architectural profession. As 
an architect of long experience the 
author has a deep love of building and 
craftsmanship and no little affection for 
all grades of workers in the industry, 
especially when they do their jobs well, 
and this comes out most engagingly in 
the writing. Although he writes most 
interestingly and a little regretfully of 
old crafts, practices and customs that 
have died or are dying out, he is no mere 
nostalgic dweller in the past, but looks 
hopefully on the new world of design 
that is unfolding with the introduction 
of mechanisation and new materials and 
techniques. A word of praise for the 
author’s vigorous little pen-and-ink 
sketches. 

Appearing at the appropriate moment, 
this is a book that would make the per- 
fect Christmas gift for anyone with an

THIS TIMBER-FRAMED HOUSE, faced 
with stone, brick and cedar board, 
overlooks Swanage Bay. The site is 
on a hillside and the slope enabled 
a split-level plan to be adopted 
economically. The accommodation 
includes at lower ground floor level 
a garage, playroom, lavatory and 
utility room, at ground floor level an 
entrance hall, living, dining and 
kitchen area, and on the first floor 
two double and one single bed 
rooms and a bathroom. 

External walls are constructed 
with either a brick or Purbeck stone 
outer skin, the inner skin consisting 
of plywood sheathing on timber 
studding which is finished internally 
with foil-backed plasterboard. Other 
outer walls are of timber studding 
clad externally with horizontal 
Western red cedar boarding laid 
over sheathing plywood. All struc- 
tural framing in the house is Pacific 
Coast hemlock surfaced to Canadian 
Lumber Standards (CLS). External 
brickwork of gable walls is rendered 
and finished with a special skim coat 
of small coloured mineral chips 
bound on to the wall with a clear 
clastic setting compound. 

A few of the lower ground floor 
partitions are in brickwork, but the 
majority consist of timber studding 
faced with plasterboard. The sus- 
pended floors of the upper ground 
and first floors are covered with ply- 
wood which was cleaned down and 
sanded after building work had been 
completed. Ceilings are lined with 
foil backed plasterboard to increase 
the insulation. 

A heat pump provides a cold 
larder and a plentiful supply of 
cheap hot water. The kitchen is also 
equipped with an extract fan and a 
waste disposal unit connected to the 
stainless steel sink unit.

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Office Building in Dublin for Irish Sugar Company

ON THE SITE where Leeson-street and 
Earlsfort-terrace converge there stood, up 
to a year and a half ago, the old buildings 
of the Magdalen Asylum and Chapel. 
This property was purchased by the Irish 
Sugar Company in 1959 for its new head 
office. The Asylum buildings were 
demolished and immediately steps were 
taken to secure the best possible design 
for the proposed new offices. The board 
of the Sugar Company felt that this pur- 
pose would best be achieved by an archi- 
tectural competition. Assessors were 
appointed and the conditions were issued 
on February 1. 

The following were among the condi- 
tions laid down for competitors: (a) The 
buildings should accommodate the Irish 
Sugar Company’s head office, the Agri- 
cultural Credit Corporation, a doctors’ 
building, two diplomatic missions, office 
space for additional letting, a caretaker’s 
quarters, and a conference theatre to seat 
240; (b) Estimated cost should not exceed 
£380,000; (c) The design should enhance 
this important location; (d) Building 
materials should, wherever possible, be 
products of the Republic of Ireland; (e) 
One central heating and hot water 
supply installation should be provided for 
all buildings on the site; (f) A parking 
garage should be provided to accommo- 
date as many cars as possible under- 
ground; (g) Permitted site coverage by 
structures would be limited to 60 per cent 
in accordance with the Dublin Planning 
Scheme. 

Fifty-one entries were received from 
Ireland, England and the USA, and as 
the competition was a two-stage one, six 
of these were selected, in accordance 
with the conditions, to go forward to the 
final stage. 

The winning design is planned as a 
single reinforced concrete structure with 
structural repetition from floor to floor. 
It greatly enhances its location and is 
well related to neighbouring buildings. 
Its upper stories would have views of the 
Dublin mountains to the south, and St. 
Stephen’s-green and Dublin City to the 
north. 


The Assessors’ Report 


The response to the invitation to Irish 
architects to submit designs in the com- 
petition for an office building. conference 
theatre and other accommodation for the 
Irish Sugar Company has, in the opinion 
of the assessors, been most gratifying and 
has produced a very high overall standard 
of entry. 

Designs No. 7, 14, 21, 32, 41 and 48 
were selected to go forward to the final 
stage. Selection of these six schemes 
from the fifty-one entries had been a diffi- 
cult task as many of the designs which 
were eliminated could have been satis- 
factorily developed at the second stage. 
The six finalists maintained a high stan- 
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dard at both stages of the competition. 
These six designs vary considerably in 
character. No. 7 is an asymmetrical open 
scheme, No. 21 is a north-south axial 
treatment with subsidiary wings, Nos. 14 
and 32 are perimeter treatments and Nos. 
41 and 48 take the form of single blocks 
on the site. 

The Assessors awarded first place to 
No. 41. This, in their opinion, is the best 
and simplest solution of a complex plan- 
ning problem. The orientation of the 
single horizontal block, with its main 
frontages north and south, provides a very 
satisfactory link between Leeson-street 
and Earlsfort-terrace and would still be 
satisfactory if and when the excluded 
corner properties are redeveloped. This 
orientation would result in a minimum of 
street noise in the offices and the build- 
ing takes full account of the prospects 
suggested in the conditions. Its brick 
gables are fitting terminations at the street 
frontages and general access is direct and 
uncomplicated. 

The detailed planning of the building is 
skilful and adheres closely to. the 
scheduled accommodation. The offices of 
the Sugar Company and the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation are compact single 
floors. The doctors’ accommodation is 
again compactly disposed on two floors 
and the conference theatre is happily 
related to the building as a whole. 

Design No. 41 provides the greatest 
surplus lettable floor area (15,690 sq. ft. 
gross) by comparison with the two com- 
mended schemes, No. 21 (12,978 sq. ft.) 
and No. 7 (5,350 sq. ft.). Although not 
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specifically called for in the conditions No. 41 has the advantage of flexibility and 
its internal planning would lend itself to considerable adaptation, if necessary. The 
two-floor basement provides accommodation for 160 cars, the greatest number 
provided by any of the six schemes. Planning as a single block, with structural 
repetition from floor to floor, should ensure economy, speed and ease of erection. 

The Assessors highly commended two other schemes, Nos. 7 and 21. Both pro- 
vide a good group, well related to each other and to the neighbouring buildings.

Building By-Laws and the Public Health Bill; A Building Industry Con- 
sumers’ Council ? ; 
Surveyor’ ?; 


sir,—Most readers will have noted (* The 
Builder,’ November 18) the recent publi- 
cation of a new Public Health Bill. Part 
II of this Bill seeks principally to abolish 
the present local building by-laws and 
replace them with centrally made build- 
ing regulations. This proposal would have 
the laudable object of establishing a code 
of building regulations, applicable 
throughout the country, which would not 
be subject to unwarranted local variations 
and interpretations. However, a glance 
through the relevant clauses of the Bill 
will show how shallowly and inadequately 
this important subject has been tackled. 

Many architects, building surveyors 
and builders will agree, I think, that the 
present multiple arrangements of local 
building by-laws, together with a vast 
variety of small pieces of local and 
national legislation, etc., dating in most 
cases back to the mid-19th century, is 
decidedly unsatisfactory and requires 
drastic revision, not a mere tinkering with 
the apparatus. 

This machinery has been creaking and 
groaning now for some years trying to 
adapt itself to the ever-changing pattern 
of modern building techniques and 
methods with only a limited success (vide 
the 1953 building by-laws). Since the 
1953 revision of the by-laws, hardly a 
year has passed without some fresh piece 
of legislation being passed to add to the 
general body of law on the subject, every 
Act differing in its method of operation 
and enforcement. This shows clearly, I 
think, that the old machine has proved 
to be unserviceable and inadequate and 
has been made to function temporarily 
by welding on new unrelated sections. In 
particular $.61 of the 1936 P H Act is 
obviously outdated and needs a con 
siderable widening of its scope, and yet 
the drafters of this new Bill seek to re-use 
it and hang their new code of building 
regulations upon it. This is not good 
enough. For the sake of a sound, reliable 
and up-to-date Code of Building 
Standards acceptable to and respected by 
all interested parties something new is 
needed. 

A national Building Act must be formu- 
lated to consolidate all those matters 
which it is thought necessary to regulate 
in new building construction. Under this 
Act, a Code of Building Standards might 
then be made covering the basic 
principles, methods and materials of 
building. Such an Act has only recently 
been added to the Statute Book in the 
case of Scotland (Building (Scotland) Act 
1959) and in my opinion this would form 
an acceptable basis for a similar Act 
covering England and Wales. 

To conclude, I would like to stress my 
belief that the Bill in its present form 
could only do more harm to a subject 
which is already sliding into disrepute 
because of muddled thinking and _ in- 
adequate legislation, and I would like to 
think, sir, that you and the readers of

A Building Industry Consumers’ Council? 


sik,—lIn these days when we are almost 
overwhelmed by the multiplicity of pro- 
ducts and accompanying manufacturer’s 
literature, it becomes increasingly diffi- 
cult to make a properly considered choice 
without spending an uneconomic amount 
of time on, sometimes, simple matters. 
It does not appear to be a function of 
the Building Research Station to advise 
on the comparative merits of materials 
and products and choice is often made 
by sentiment, as a result of hearsay or 
one is influenced by the most persuasive 
salesman with the glossiest literature. 

I suggest that there is a very great 
need for a building industry consumer 
research council which would test 
materials and products and issue un- 
biased comparative reports to subscribing 
members of the building industry and 
allied professions. All the builders, 
architects and quantity surveyors to 
whom I have spoken have said that they 
would be very willing to subscribe if the 
true independence of the concern were 
to be maintained by a council composed 
of representatives of ail sections of the 
building industry and professions. 

It would be instructive to learn of the 
response of your readers to this 
suggestion.

Compressed Quantities 


sir,—May I return to the fray in the 
matter of ‘Compressed Quantities,’ ‘ sim- 
plified method of measurement,’ ‘less 
diffuse Bills of Quantities’... ‘ the basic 
Bill’ as referred to in a recent letter 
(‘The Builder,’ November 4). 
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can tees — 


‘Tf it’s all glass, I'm wondering 
what sort of foreign policy it’s 
going to reflect!’ 
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To await the agreement and publica- 
tion of an acceptable, simplified method 
of measurement probably means a long 
delay. As an alternative, it would be 
interesting to know the reaction to some- 
thing on the following lines: Bills of 
quantities are prepared using the current 
method of measurement but with no pro- 
vision for the essentially ‘labour only’ 
items to be priced. This would give the 
estimators the same information as at 
present upon which to calculate rates but 
the number of actual priced items would 
be considerably reduced. 

With the increasing practice of supply- 
ing sets of drawings as tender documents 
and with the use of this method of pric- 
ing it would be possible gradually to sim- 
plify and improve our present method of 
measurement. It is reasonable to expect,

The long curved porte cochere has rec- 
tangular columns in reinforced concrete 
treated to show the Durite aggregate.

wainscot figured oak. The ceiling is in 
acoustic fibre board panels with two 
dropped margins to give concealed light- 
ing. 

The remembrance room has one wall 
of oak panelling, the central feature of 
which is the cabinet displaying the book 
of remembrance in a glass case. 

The transfer chamber, situated 4ft. 
below the chancel level, has a rubber 
floor, glazed tile dados, with acoustic 
absorbents above and to the ceiling. Two 
gas cremators have already been installed 
but provision has been made for the 
installation of a further two at some 
future date. The control of the smoke 
is covered by a device which automatic- 
ally warns the operator when the smoke 
has reached a predetermined density.

Professor W. N. Thomas, CBE, FRIBA 


WE REGRET TO RECORD the death on 
November 17 of Professor William Nor- 
man Thomas, CBE, FRIBA, at his home 
at Whitchurch, Glamorgan.

OF ALL THE LOSSES for which the war 
must be blamed, not least I count the 
almost vanished trade of stonemasonry. 
Such a beautiful building material; one 
to withstand the ravages of time and to 
embody the histories of art and of 
peoples. Solid classic structures with their 
delicately fluted columns and enriched 
caps; Norman piers and Gothic tracery; 
all tell their story in stone. 

But alas! first the bogy of expense, then 
the dwindling numbers of the craft, 
turned building in stone into an archi- 
tect’s pipe dream. And now structural 
techniques have almost relegated the art 
of stonemasonry to the realm of the 
ancient crafts. Yet it seems nonsensical, 
with the wealth of natural stone hidden 
just under the surface of the ground, that 
this fine material should be completely 
ignored in building for evermore. Will it 
perhaps not one day come into its own 
again purely as a facing material, as 
marble did in Italy? 

Stonework has always been a mystery 
to me. That this natural rock formation 
can be severed from its bed where it has 
rested, perhaps since the creation, then 
sawn up into blocks and worked by hand 
into shapes designed by man, seems to 
me as striking a feat of man’s mastery 
over matter as all the atom-splitting of 
the present day.

We have all visited the great quarries 
created by the removal of rocks of stone, 
and marvelled at the scene, but have we 




















ever stopped to visualise the work that 
has gone into the making of the pieces

Urban Design and the Motor Car 


Mr. Duncan Sandys on the Role of the Civic Trust 


SPEAKING as president of the Civic Trust, 
at the jubilee dinner of the National 
Housing and Town Planning Council, at 
Brighton, on October 25, MR. DUNCAN 
SANDYS, Secretary of State for Common- 
wealth Relations, said the aim was to 
encourage quality and beauty in archi- 
tecture and planning. Good appearance 
was, of course, not the only thing that 
mattered. Value for money and fitness 
for purpose were every bit as important. 

‘Some theorists tell us that there 
should be no conflict between these three 
objectives,’ said Mr. Sandys. ‘ They say 
that good quality always pays and that 
functional efficiency is the essence of 
good design. We know, however, that 
in practice the problems of planning and 
architecture usually have to be resolved 
by some sort of compromise. We ask 
that, in this compromise, the aesthetic 
factor should be given due weight.’ 

That would not happen by itself. The 
positive value of beauty must be recog- 
nised and constantly proclaimed; and 
attempts to ignore it must be vigilantly 
resisted. This required a _ conscious 
effort on the part of the public as a whole. 
It could not be left to official action alone. 
Planning authorities, both national and 
local, had the ultimate responsibility. 
But they needed to be inspired and sup- 
ported by an active public demand. 

‘We are living in a period in which re- 


building and replanning are going ahead 
on an unprecedented scale,’ Mr. Sandys 
continued. ‘ What we build and how we 
build, in the next ten or twenty years, 
will settle the face of Britain for a cen- 
tury. 

‘It is not enough to preserve the 
masterpieces of Wren and Nash. We must 
ourselves create masterpieces which later 
generations, in their turn, will think it 
worthwhile preserving. 

‘It is not enough to put up new build- 
ings employing modern materials and 
modern engineering techniques. Our 
architecture and planning must be fitted 
to the needs and conditions of modern 
life. Above all, we must belatedly recog- 
nise the existence of the motor-car. 

“When I speak of radical rethinking, 
I mean that we must be prepared to ques- 
tion all or any of the basic features of 
urban design, hitherto taken for granted 
—for example, the shopping street, the 
pedestrian pavement, offices and shops 
at ground level, and even that ark of the 
domestic covenant, the front door.’ 

The speaker added that, because of the 
importance of this subject, the Civic 
Trust had decided to hold a conference 
in January to discuss the specific problem 
of ‘City Planning in the Motor Age.’ 
The Minister of Transport, Mr. Marples, 
had kindly agreed to give the opening 
address. 
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to the mouldings and shapes we have 
designed so meticulously on our drawing 
boards? I have always admired the skill 
of the masons who have fixed the stones 
together with copper cramps and dowels 
to get perfection of line, only needing the 
slightest rubbing here and there to 
achieve that final perfection. I was sur- 
prised, and a little hurt, the other day, as 
I passed a building where some ashlar 
stone dressings were, strangely enough, 
being used, to see that the stone was 
being bushed off with an electric car- 
borundum. This seemed to me as 
unnecessary as it was undesirable. 


Of all the trades that may pass, there 
is none I would more regret than that 
of the stonemason if his skill were 
allowed to die out of our building heri- 
tage. Traditionalist, preservationist, call 
me any other bad word that you will, but 
I believe it will be a sorry day for archi- 
tecture when architects no longer have a 
use for this beautiful, heaven-sent, natural 
material, and the skill of the craftsmen 
who have learned down the ages how to 
work it. 


Joint Planning Board 


Surrey Alternative 
to Greater London Plan 


AFTER STUDYING THE PROPOSALS of the 
Royal Commission on Local Government 
in Greater London, the General Purposes 
Committee of Surrey County Council have 
evolved an alternative plan for the local 
government of London and the adjacent 
counties. The County Council is being 
asked to approve it as a basis for dis- 
cussion with the district authorities in 
the county. 

Instead of the Greater London Council 
for an area including the metropolitan 
part of Surrey, the County Council plan 
is for a joint executive planning board, 
with an independent chairman and staff, 
comprising representatives of the county 
councils of London and the Home Coun- 
ties and possibly parts of other counties, 
including Hampshire and Sussex. This 
body would have executive powers for the 
preparation of a master plan for the 
whole region, dealing with all the strate- 
gic regional questions such as the main 
road and rail networks, disposition of em- 
ployment, broad pattern of land uses, the 
‘green belt’ and airports. It would co- 
ordinate housing lists, overspill and refuse 
disposal and other regional problems. 


The County Councils would administer 
the same areas as at present, and approxi- 
mately the same services, but would dele- 
gate further powers to the municipal 
boroughs and urban districts. These dis- 
trict authorities would administer areas 
mostly as at present, but adjusted by 
limited amalgamations to minimum popu- 
lations of 60,000. 

These amalgamations are proposed only 
for the metropolitan area of Surrey. 
Authorities on the fringe of the area 
would not need to amalgamate unless they 
wished to. They could continue, for edu- 
cation and the social services, to form 
part of county divisional administrations 
in the extra-metropolitan part of the 
county. 





Home Ownership and the Future 
A ‘Social Explosion’ Pending? 


SPEECHES by MPs upon housing follow 
much the same course in successive 
housing debates, writes our Parliamen- 
tary Correspondent. There was a notable 
exception on November 8 in the shape 
of the contribution by MR. WILLIAM 
DEEDES, Conservative MP for Ashford, 
who was Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment from 1954-55 and an Under Secre- 
tary at the Home Office from then until 
1957. His was an unorthodox, thought- 
provoking address. He began by com- 
menting that one talked loosely of * hous- 
ing policy,’ but without any disrespect 
to the Minister, he found it difficult as 
things were to say that they had a hous- 
ing policy. Housing seemed less governed 
by policy than by the product of gigan- 
tic pressures far less within the control 
of the Government than some of them 
liked to think. 


There were pressures between the 
cities and conurbations, which were des- 
perate for space, and country areas which 
were defending their land like tigers. 
There was the pressure of industry which 
in reality held the whip hand more than 
most people recognised. There were 
pressures within the Ministry to give 
local authorities the autonomy which was 
their statutory right and wider national 
considerations. There was _ pressure 
between what needed doing and the 
resources available. 

There were pressures between com- 
mercial demands and domestic needs and 
the pressure exerted by perhaps the most 
rapidly expanding social influence of the 
time, the motor car. There was also 
pressure between the aspiring home 
owner and forces which sometimes con- 
trived to make that an arduous and 
expensive venture. Although some Con- 
servative MPs might not agree with him, 
he hoped they would consider carefully 
the next step in home ownership. There 
remained, and always would remain, a 
proportion for whom public arrange- 
ments were the better alternative. 

‘I am one of those,’ said the speaker, 
‘who regret the fact that fewer and fewer 
people live as residents anywhere near 
the centre of London, because I think 
that the problem of cities with decaying 
hearts, or without hearts at all, may be 
partially attributed to the fact that 
nobody lives but everybody wants to 
work there. Indeed, I understand that 
we have reached a point in Central Lon- 
don at which it is virtually impossible to 
build any form of domestic blocks at an 
economic rent. 

* This problem of cities without hearts, 
which means cities without people in 
them except during the working day, is 
a problem which we must not allow to 
slide, without seeing whether there is 
something else we can do about it. I 
think, too, that we need a more realistic 
appraisal than we have yet had of the 
probable course of our housing needs 
over the next ten years. 

‘It is clear to me that a surprisingly 


high proportion of the new houses which 
are to be built will be built in rural 
England, in what its protectors call 
“ virgin countryside.” I do not think that 
much longer all of our so-called affluent 
society will be content to live in urban 
compression, as so many of them have 
since the first Industrial Revolution. 
Many will have to be so content, but 
some will not, and I think that we may 
be on the threshold of a tremendous 
social explosion—and it is a social force 
which will not be contained by the Town 
and Country Planning Acts. 

“I calculate that possibly the rural dis- 
trict councils will have to build about 
75,000 to 100,000 houses a year. That will 
surprise a good many of them. Some of 
these will belong to the new race of com- 
muters but some will be the second 
houses of those who occupy the central 
urban areas—the country cottage, which 
may not be within the reach of every man 
but which will shortly be within the reach 
of many more. In my view the caravan is 
a thinly disguised social progression. 

‘The point which I want to stress is 
that it is very difficult to provide and pre- 
pare for this task through the agency of 
the Ministry of Housing alone, because 
so many factors affect it which lie out- 
side the Ministry’s orbit. I have no idea 
how these things are done, but it seems 
most desirable that something in the 
nature of a Cabinet Sub-Committee, 
comprising Housing, Transport, Labour 
and the Board of Trade, which are the 
four principal agencies involved here, 
should be in existence to keep this under 
constant surveillance. 
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‘Today the prevailing threat to the 
affluent society is a new kind of poverty, 
poverty of outlook, and I for one am 
quite ready to start a revolution against 
it. I shall not abuse the Town and 
Country Planning Acts and I am quite 
ready to admit that without them we 
should be worse off than we are now. But 
they were designed for a situation which 
has changed a great deal in the last fifty 
years. Although we have altered some of 
the economic sections in the Acts, we 
have done a great deal less about their 
relationship to planning. 

‘Something more positive is needed, 
and I hope it is possible that all the 
Ministers concerned—not only Housing, 
Transport, Trade and Power but Health 
as well, and Education and the Services— 
will give more weight to this and allow 
the countless decisions they make to be 
weighed against it. The Home Secretary 
talked once of doubling our standard of 
life in twenty-five years, and that is a 
hope which I am sure we all share. But it 
is no use talking about doubling our stan- 
dard of life in terms of pension, output, 
productivity and the rest, if the means to 
that end destroy something which a great 
many people care about it. 

“It seems to me, particularly in terms 
of housing, that what we build, the shape 
of the communities and the shape that the 
houses take on can be either a symbol of 
mediocrity or part of that inspiration for 
which so many people are now groping. 
If as a result of our stewardship it appears 
that for most people life has grown noisier, 
uglier, more exhausting and less comfort- 
able it will go hard with us. More people 
are coming round to thinking on those 
lines. But that is not the only test. What 
shape we make of this will be, as always, 
one of the tests of a civilised people.’ 


After Flood Care of Houses 
Precautions to Prevent Dry Rot 


CERTAIN simple precautions to be taken 
by householders to avoid the secondary 
effects of dampness in buildings after the 
recent flooding, such as the appearance 
of dry rot, have been sent to us by Dr. 
C. T. Kyte, PhD, ARIC, a director of Gall- 
wey Pest Control Ltd., 16-17 Devonshire- 
square, London EC2. The ten points 
made by Dr. Kyte are: 

1. All impervious floor coverings, i.e., 
linoleum, rubber backed carpets, tiles on 
floorboards, etc., must be taken up. 

2. Lift the floorboards (having num- 
bered them), and remove skirtings and 
other affected joinery timbers and set 
aside. 

3. Remove all debris, silt, etc., from the 
oversite. 

4. Lower the soil level around the house 
to at least 6 in. below the damp-proof 
course or plate level. 

5. Ensure that the sub-floor through 
ventilation is not obstructed. Insert 9 in. 
by 6 in. metal vents below wall plate 
level in external walls, and honeycomb 
sleeper walls to ensure through ventila- 
tion. 

6. Treat floor timbers and oversite with 
an aqueous fungicidal solution. Oil or 
spirit based preservatives should not be 


used whilst the timber is wet. 

7. There are sticks of solid fungicide on 
the market which can be inserted adja- 
cent to timber bearing in damp brick- 
work further to increase the chemical 
barrier. 

8. The floorboards may 
placed. 

9. Refix skirtings and other joinery 
timber having treated the backs thereof 
with a preservative, inserting a layer of 
fungicidal damp-proofing material 
between the timber and the damp wall. 

10. Approach the public health 
authority and ask them to test the mois- 
ture content of the floor timbers before 
the floor coverings are replaced. The 
moisture content should be below 16 per 
cent before this is done. This may take 
three to six months. 

If local authorities and householders 
do not take these elementary precautions. 
the present cost of the flood damage is 
likely to pale into insignificance when 
compared with the cost of future dry rot 
repairs in the houses which have suffered 
in the recent flooding.

British Opportunities in 
Indus Development 


THE Indus Basin Development Fund Bill 
which will enable the Government to 
make available £20.8m. to the fund 
during the next 10 years, received its 
second reading on November 11. 

After explaining events which had led 
to the signing of the Indus Waters Treaty, 
MR. C. J. M. ALPORT, Minister of State for 
Commonwealth Relations, said that to 
enable Pakistan to replace from the wes- 
tern rivers the water she had hitherto 
been drawing from the eastern rivers of 
the Indus basin, a number of new canals 
would be necessary. Large reservoirs 
would also be needed to store water 
accumulating during the periods of high 
flow so that it could be fed into the 
canal system during the dry seasons. 

As this programme of works went far 
beyond the financial resources of Pakis- 
tan the International Bank had decided 
to set up a fund to which it invited cer- 
tain Governments to contribute. The 
Fund would amount in all to about 
£320m. It was proposed that the pro- 
gramme of works would be completed in 
10 years although provision was made for 
this to be extended up to a maximum of 
three years if that should prove neces- 
sary. 

The work involved would be carried 
out by the Pakistan Government and all 
contracts for machinery and operations 
which could not be undertaken by Pakis- 
tan would be open to international ten- 
der. Britain could therefore reasonably 
hope to have a chance of sharing in the 
practical work as well as in the financing 
of this great scheme, and that, in turn, 
would give substantial opportunities for 
British industry. 

For the Opposition, MR. H. A. MARQUAND 
said that big as past projects had been, 
the programme envisaged in this develop- 
ment agreement would, he was reliably 
informed, be the largest of its kind ever 
undertaken anywhere in the world. 


Prime Minister 
Questioned on Housing 
Policy 
THERE were sOme noisy exchanges on 
November 15 when Labour MPs tackled 
the Prime Minister about recent state- 
ments by the Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster and the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government that a national 

housing shortage no longer existed. 

MR. FRANK ALLAUN maintained that this 
statement was an affront to the millions 
whose lives were being wrecked. He 
challenged the Prime Minister to go to 
any big city and say that the housing 
problem no longer remained, Could the 
Prime Minister name a single city? 

MR. MACMILLAN Said that Ministers were 
drawing attention to the fact that the 
national problem had been largely solved 

(* Where?” clamoured Labour mem- 
bers)}—and that what they now had to 
concentrate upon was a number of local 
problems. He added that this point was

made, curiously in almost similar words, 
by Mr. Michael Stewart (who speaks for 
the Opposition on housing matters) 
during the debate in May. 

MR. GAITSKELL, Leader of the Opposi- 
tion, asked the Prime Minister to say 
how a national shortage could exist in 
a sense that it was not an accumulation 
of local shortages. How had the position 
changed when in every large city there 
were still long waiting lists? 

Labour MPs shouted ‘It still is’ when 
the PRIME MINISTER commented that some 
years ago housing was the most terrific, 
pressing problem, and their biggest prob- 
lem. Now in many parts of the country 
it had been very largely satisfied. It was 
for that reason that authorities were con- 
centrating upon not what might be called 
housing for general purposes, but slum 
clearance, the pulling down of old houses, 
the renovation of some of them and the 
building of houses for old people. 

MRS. SLATER Said that every large city 
had not only a slum clearance problem 
but an overcrowding problem. Every 
large city had a long waiting list of 
people who had not an earthly chance of 
a house while the Government pursued 
their present policy. Was not this a 
national problem? 

MR. MACMILLAN said the chance of a 
house was as good as it had ever been 
because they were building 300,000 
houses a year, which they were told some 
years ago was beyond the capacity of the 
nation. 


Development of 
Cumbernauld New Town 


CERTAIN planning difficulties which have 
arisen in the development of the Scottish 
new town of Cumbernauld were aired on 
November 16 when MPs debated an order 
to exempt the Cumbernauld Development 
Corporation from the need to obtain 
planning permission from the local autho- 
rity, the Dumbarton County Council. 

MR. T. G. D. GALBRAITH, Joint Under- 
Secretary of State, indeed, indicated that 
it would certainly be the Secretary of 
State’s intention to make a similar order 
right at the outset for any further new 
town that might be built in future, as 
had already been done for all new towns 
in England and Wales, where the arrange- 
ments had worked very well. The Secre- 
tary of State also intended to review the 
situation at East Kilbride and Glenrothes 
in consultation with the development cor- 
porations of those towns and the local 
authorities concerned. 

MR. CYRIL BENCE said that in many 
respects the architectural design and lay- 
out struck him as being of excellent 
character, but naturally in such a develop- 
ment as this there were critics of the lay- 
out of some of the houses and some of 
the designs. That was to be expected. 

Houses were being built with 40 ft. 
between them on either side of the road. 
It was a new style. They were separated 
from each other by huge wooden fences. 
When he had first seen them he had 
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wondered whether he had by mistake got 
into the married quarters of the Highland 
Light Infantry. They were very good 
houses but unattractive, although there 
was no difficulty in letting them. 

MR. A. WOODBURN, former Secretary of 
State for Scotland, said that with a great 
new imaginative conception like a new 
town it was sometimes difficult to blend 
it with the rather fixed ideas which had 
existed for many years in the county 
council. When there was conflict be- 
tween arty-crafty people who came in to 
design a new town, and the more estab- 
lished views of people who had been 
working on certain principles for a num- 
ber of years, it was difficult for a Secre- 
tary of State to reconcile the points of 
view. It was the Secretary of State's 
duty to cut the cackle and get on with 
the job. He was against preventing the 
new town developing in the best way. 

MR. GALBRAITH Said that at the root of 
the matter was the simple question of 
where the responsibility for the planning 
of a new town lay. The ordinary system 
of local planning control was not designed 
to deal with the situation that inevitably 
arose in the planning and development 
of a new town. Without the order the 
corporation's building programme would 
have been retarded by at least six months. 
The Secretary of State considered that 
in the circumstances of Cumbernauld 
in particular the special design of the 
houses and the hilly nature of the site 
there was no need to insist upon uniform 
minimum distances between the houses. 
He was satisfied that in the project he 
had approved the standards of daylight. 
sunlight and privacy were adequate. 

The Secretary of State intended that 
the corporation should proceed with the 
town centre at a much earlier stage than 
normally was possible. The corporation 
were considering plans for the town 
centre even now and were building a 
group of shops which would form part 
of it. The corporation were well fitted 
to their task. Their plan was bold and 
in many respects presented novel features. 
‘If we are to build a new town I think 
we ought to see that it really is a new 
town of the 1960 version, not the 1948 
version,’ he said. 


New Prisons and 
Approved Schools 


Prison Commission were driving 
ahead with the largest programme of 
building and refurbishing prisons and 
other institutions that the country had 
known for many generations, said MR 
R. A. BUTLER, Home Secretary, on Nov- 
ember 17 when the Criminal Justice Bill 
was read a second time. 

He said that since the White Paper on 
‘Penal Practice in a Changing Society’ 
was published 17 months ago 31 new 
establishments had reached various stages 
of development. Three new open prisons 
had been completed and three detention 
centres would be open within the next 
three months, increasing the total amount 
of building construction to a figure more 
than four times that of two years ago. 

By the latter part of next year they 
hoped to have 10 detention centres in 
being, of which eight would be senior 
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centres, and two more junior centres by 
early 1962, giving the total of 12, which 
was the target in the White Paper. They 
were also bringing into the prison build- 
ing programme more modern construc- 
tion methods, as they had done in educa- 
tion, and he hoped to lay at Blundeston 
next year the foundation stone of the first 
prison designed on new lines. 

On approved schools, they were press- 
ing forward a large programme of 
modernisation and improvement of pre- 
mises, including some necessary new 
building. The enlarged building pro- 
gramme was gaining momentum and 
schemes now approved or under consider- 
ation covered over 100 of the 117 schools. 
Expenditure spread over this and the next 
few years would be about £5m. 


Sale of Houses in New 
Towns 


CRITICISM of an increase in the prices of 
certain houses being sold by Welwyn 
Garden City Development Corporation 
was voiced by LORD BALNEIL on Novem- 
ber 17. The 127 houses involved at 
Templewood Estate, he explained, were 
allocated in July. Provisional prices were 
quoted showing a fairly considerable in- 
crease over the prices for similar houses 
in 1958. In August prospective pur- 
chasers received a letter saying the price 
might have to be increased and then five 
weeks later the prices leapt by between 
£175 and £300 for each house according 
to the type. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, replied that the price at 
which a new town corporation decided 
to sell a house was entirely a matter of 
day-to-day management, provided that it 
conformed with the general policy direc- 
tion laid down by the Minister. That 
being so, the Minister would be unwilling 
to intrude. 

The general policy was that wherever 
possible new town corporations should 
sell houses only at market price or as 
near to market price as possible. It was 
the Minister’s responsibility to assure 
himself that this was the level or approxi- 
mately the level at which houses were 
sold. If he was so satisfied he must 
maintain his own policy, and leave the 
decisions and the conduct of such deci- 
sions to the new town corporation. 

What had excited Lord Balneil’s con- 
stituents was the fact that the price had 
changed during proceedings. He had 
sympathy with them, but he would remind 
them that if private developers, as they 
generally did, fixed the price well in 
advance and did not change it, it was 
because in most cases they had a far 
larger margin of profit with which to play 
than a new town corporation would per- 
mit themselves. Every communication 
had emphasised to purchasers the pro- 
visional nature of the estimated price. 
There could be no question here of sharp 
practice or deceit. 


Other Business 
The Building Labour Force 


MR. JOHN HALL asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on 


November 8, how many building opera- 
tives, and what percentage of the total 
building labour force, were employed by 
local authorities in 1951 and 1959, 
respectively. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘In 1951, local 
authorities in Great Britain employed 
162,000 building operatives, constituting 
11.4 per cent of the total building labour 
force. The corresponding figures for 
1959 were 183,000 and 12.8 per cent 
respectively. The increase in the 1959 
percentage is however misleading 
because the count of the total labour 
force included in 1951. but did not in- 
clude in 1959, persons employed by firms 
and other bodies whose main activity was 
not construction. 

‘On new house-building local authori- 
ties in England and Wales employed 
17,500 operatives in 1951 and 13,700 in 
1959, representing 8.2 and 5.2 per cent 
respectively of the total labour force 
employed on such work.’ 


New Usk Bridge 


MR. R. GOWER asked the Minister of 
Transport on November 9, when the pro- 
posed new bridge over the Usk river in 
Newport would be built. 

MR. ERNEST MARPLES: ‘If Parliament 
passes the Newport Corporation’s Bill to 
provide for the bridge in the current 
Session, I hope to authorise the scheme 
in 1961-62. If I am satisfied with the 
details I have no doubt that the Corpora- 
tion will put the work in hand as soon 
as possible.’ 


Provision of Parking Garages 


MR. JANNER asked the Minister of 
Transport on November 9, whether he 
was aware that the provision of parking 
garages by a number of local authorities 
was being delayed because of the expecta- 
tion that the Government would subsidise 
their construction; and whether, in these 
circumstances, he would make a state- 
ment to clarify the position. 

MR. ERNEST MARPLES: ‘As I have said 
on a number of occasions, the Govern- 
ment have no intention of subsidising the 
construction of garages, because they 
regard the provision of off-street parking 
as a local authority responsibility and a 
field for private enterprise. I am, of 
course, willing to assist local authorities 
with their proposals and to consider 
sympathetically applications for loan 
sanction and compulsory’ purchase 
orders.’ 


Fire Precautions in Shops 


MR. JOHN TILNEY asked the Home Secre- 
tary on November 10, if his attention had 
been called to the findings of the jury 
that inquired into the causes of the fire 
on June 22 at Henderson’s Store in 
Liverpool; and if he would take powers 
to control fire precautions in shops. 

MR. R. A. BUTLER wrote in reply: ‘I 
am aware of the findings of the jury, and 
am bringing them to the notice of the 
Minister of Labour, who will be respon- 
sible for the forthcoming Government 
legislation on health, safety and welfare 
of persons employed in shops and offices. 
In the meantime, I propose to consider 
with the Fire Brigades Advisory Council 
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whether any further guidance could 
usefully be given to fire authorities in 
this matter.’ 


Local Government in Greater London 


Asked what action he proposed to take 
on the report of the Royal Commission 
on Local Government in Greater London, 
MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, said in a written 
reply on November 11 that the commis- 
sion’s recommendations were far-reach- 
ing and had many implications. 

He added: ‘At this stage the Govern- 
ment are anxious that attention should 
be given first to the broad design pro- 
posed by the commission. rather than to 
the many points of detail—such as the 
provisional grouping of areas to form the 
proposed Greater London Boroughs 
which would fall to be considered only if 
the broad pattern of organisation were 
adopted. 

‘It is proposed to invite local authori- 
ties and other bodies principally con- 
cerned with the broad local government 
issues to put forward their views within 
the next three months. Meanwhile. the 
Government will be studying the report, 
but no decisions will be reached until 
these authorities and bodies have had the 
opportunity of expressing their views.’ 


Piccadilly Circus Development 


DR. STROSS asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on 
November 15 whether he would display 
in the Palace of Westminster a model 
of the future development of Piccadilly 
Circus. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘ Once the consult- 
ants’ proposals have been submitted to 
the LCC and that authority has had a 
chance of considering the proposed 
scheme, I will gladly take up this 
suggestion with them.’ 


Building Hours and Wages 


Shorter Week and Higher Pay for 
Direct Labour Employees 


AGREEMENT was reached last week between 
the National Federation of Building Trade 
Operatives and the Building and Civil 
Engineering Joint Negotiating Committee 
Local Authority Service for the working 
week of the 70,000 building operatives 
employed by local authorities to be 
reduced from 44 to 42 hours from January 
2 next, with a compensating increase in 
hourly rates of about 24d. 

This decision comes at a time when 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers are endeavouring to 
negotiate a postponement until October, 
1961, of the reduction in the working 
week, with a 6d. addition to the hourly 
rate. It is expected that the local authori- 
ties’ settlement with their direct labour 
employees will strengthen the demand of 
some of the building unions for a larger 
concession earlier in the new year. 

It appears that the local authorities’ 
decision has been taken to keep their 
building operatives in line with their 
other manual workers, numbering about 
half a million, who are all to get the 
shorter week without loss of pay from 
January 2.

Some Current Problems Analysed 


FROM A LABOUR CORRESPONDENT 


WE HAVE ARRIVED at a most interesting 
stage in the hours and wages negotia- 
tions. Discourses in the Press on the 
shape of the talks going on in the ‘ad 
hoc’ Committee have established more 
or less the type of bone which is being 
contended. It appears that the Civil 
Engineering settlement of last January is 
not acceptable. This, it will be recalled, 
introduced the 40-hour week during the 
four winter months, and, as it turned 
out, virtually without compensation for 
loss of earnings. The leaders of the build- 
ing unions have made it quite plain that 
their road to the 40-hour week is dif- 
ferent. They are prepared to phase the 
exercise but the reduction must be from 
January to December, inclusive. 

It looks as though the leaders of the 
building employers have agreed to this 
course in the shape of a 42-hour week. 
Unquestionably the movement in other 
industries (Engineering has had the 42- 
hour week since early this year) has had 
something to do with their attitude. One 
cannot remain indefinitely outside the 
general industrial trend. 


* An Inevitable Reform’ 


The 42-hour week. then, is an inevitable 
reform. What seems to be difficult to 
decide is the operational date. Employers 
argue—with some justification—that the 
very nature of tendering procedure and 
the delays between contract awards and 
starting dates enforces as long a notice 
as possible. Several dates have been men- 
tioned. October, 1961, has apparently 
been canvassed. Not unnaturally the 
operatives have found this a little stagger- 
ing. The tendering problem is not ignored 
by them but—-a whole year? Come to 
that, it can be a legitimate retort that the 
unions have never been consulted on the 
financial side of the industry. The 
economic ritualism associated with the 
tender system was not devised by them. 

Apart from the lunatic fringe among 
them, most of the employers recognise 
the need to avoid the paradox of full 
order books and depressed labour condi- 
tions. Presumably for this reason it was 
they who introduced the associated 
question of a wages increase into the 
negotiations. We now get the phrase * to 
buy time’ in the context that if the opera- 
tives will agree to a lengthy delay in the 
hours question there will be a reward in 
addition to the compensation for the two 
hours. 

In the midst of the bargaining the elec- 
trical contractors announced the signing 
of an agreement with the ETU which 
grants the largest ever single increase in 
wages—lIs. per hour. By any standards 
this is quite remarkable. True the num- 
ber of operatives involved (50,000) is far 
less than in building; true the electricians 
do not have incentive bonus schemes; 
true the increase is conditional on a stand- 
still for 24 years, but even when one has 
examined these factors the amount is 
almost astonishing to those of us who are 


accustomed to think in terms of 2d. or 
3d. per hour being a large increase. 

It is when we look at the situation more 
broadly than the current difficulty that 
we begin to see the long term problems. 
The truth of the matter is that certain 
sectors of building have advanced in tech- 
niques and management’ extremely 
rapidly since the war. This. of course, 
relates to the larger firms in the main. 
Medium and small scale units, on the 
other hand, have not exhibited the same 
tendency. The gap between the two is 
widening, and this is causing internal 
strain among the employers’ associations. 
In turn this is affecting the NJC and the 
standard working rule agreement. 

There would be no exaggeration in say- 
ing that the concept—so long held dear 
by both sides—of completely uniform 
wages and conditions is beginning to look 
a little frayed at the edges. Allowing for 
the permitted degree of painful cries from 
those employers who perceive disaster in 
high wages, there is something in their 
less hysterical argument of being priced 
out of the labour market. Easy bonus 
targets and overtime are two of the less 
meretricious ways of obtaining labour. 
They are quite obviously widely practised 
by the larger type of firm to whom labour 
costs are not so important a factor as the 
smaller concern. This would not matter 
so much in a less mobile industry, but 
in building the interchangeability of 
labour is too prevalent to accommodate 
the differentials. Thus we have some 
operatives earning up to £30 per week 
and others on the bare rate. 

In this setting, the annual debate on 
the basic wage rates is having its impor- 
tance reduced. The price of a national 
standard is that it is fixed to the capacity 
of the least efficient firm to pay. Yet to 
adopt the American pattern is almost un- 
thinkable. There, it will be understood, 
each ‘local’ is free to negotiate with its 
employers’ opposite number and to estab- 
lish *‘ contracts ’ which have a limited life. 
This allows for considerable differences as 
between one centre and another. On this 
basis London would have rates anything 
up to 20 per cent above the provinces. 


How to Cope with the Stresses 


But if we are to stick to a national 
wages agreement what steps can be taken 
to cope with the stresses implicit in the 
contemporary scene? Some firms, let 
us face it, would under pre-war condi- 
tions of competition and work shortage 
have been driven out of business long 
ago. Perhaps the protagonists of regis- 
tration with stringent conditions have 
something of this understanding at the 
backs of their minds. 

There is, of course, an endemic yearn- 
ing in some quarters to get away from 
standard rates and to replace them by a 
more ‘scientific’ method of assessing 
earnings. Put at its crudest, this is our 
old and familiar axiom ‘to pay a man 
what he is worth.’ The obstacle over 
which this has previously stumbled is the 
problem of who is to grade whom. It is 
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self-evident that there would be an enor- 
mous variety of yardsticks as between 
firm and firm. A serious attempt to over- 
come this was described in this news- 
paper (November 11) under the heading 
of ‘A Novel Approach to Pay Differen- 
tials... Apparently Dr. Elliott Jacques is 
thinking in terms of universally valid 
formulae and, like the Work Study prac- 
titioners, has invented terms for his pur- 
pose. One is met with such esoteric 
phrases as ‘ time-span of discretion’ and 
‘deviations from equity.’ 

With some reluctance one is forced to 
examine these mental exercises which 
often surprise with their ingenuity. But 
one looks in vain for recognition of the 
basic factors governing the price of 
labour. These in stark simplicity are (a) 
that labour power is a commodity and 
therefore subject to the economics of 
supply and demand; and (b) that its sale 
can only be effected with a measure of 
equity by the techniques of collective bar- 
gaining. The purchaser of labour power 
is in business to make profits: with some 
curious exceptions it is not realistic to 
assume that he will pay more than he 
must in wages and salaries. If Dr. Jacques’s 
scales were evolved and adopted, is it 
reasonable to suppose that they would be 
adhered to if the market price of labour 
fell? It is surely implicit in our neo-capi- 
talist society that trades unions and em- 
ployers’ associations are at once mutually 
in conflict and mutually dependent. 


Acceptance of Economic Factors 


Any new method of earnings assess- 
ment must be cognisant of these social 
and economic factors if it is to stand any 
chance of success. 

Meanwhile there is no reason why we 
should not address ourselves to the ques- 
tion of incentive bonus. Here is a field 
which offers distinct practical possibili- 
ties and for some unexplained reason 
appears to be neglected. Official recog- 
nition of incentive bonus has been with 
us since 1947 and as far back as 1951 it 
was affirmed by the NJC that what. was 
needed was ‘a further period of experi- 
ment.’ It seems to be fiendishly difficult 
to get the employers and unions to agree 
upon national schedules and targets, yet 
it is obvious that such a step would bring 
inestimable benefit to the industry as a 
whole, For one thing it would ease the 
burdens of the quantity surveyors. There 
is a vacuum here and it is possible to 
envisage it being filled by the unions act- 
ing unilaterally and issuing their own 
schedule. This is not as good as a joint 
agreement but the operatives may well 
consider it to be better than nothing. 

From all this it must not be assumed 
that the authority of the NJC and its 
agreements is in danger of complete 
eclipse. It is, after all, the only machine 
we have and it is not easy to picture the 
industry without central leadership and 
national negotiations. Nevertheless it 
is under pressure and sorely needs to 
reassert itself, not necessarily in pre-war 
terms of absolute control but certainly as 
the guide and innovator on the wages 
front. Granted that, it would not be 
beyond the bounds of hope that the 
unions should seriously examine the pro- 
posals for built-in differentials. 








THE RATING AND VALUATION BILL, pub- 
lished on November 18, is mainly con- 
cerned with preparing the way for new 
valuation lists for rating due under exist- 
ing legislation to come into force on 
April 1, 1963, and with providing a per- 
manent basis for the rating of charities 
and kindred bodies. It also contains a 
number of provisions designed to remove 
anomalous and archaic provisions in the 
present law. The Bill applies only to 
England and Wales. 

The valuation lists now current came 
into force on April 1, 1956. In them, 
domestic property is fully rated, but on 
1939 rental values; shops, offices and 
most other buildings are rated at 80 per 
cent of the rental values at the time of 
the 1956 revaluation; industry and 
freight-transport are rated at 50 per cent 
of their 1956 rental values (that propor- 
tion having in 1959 been increased from 
25 per cent, under the Local Government 
Act, 1958); most charities and kindred 
bodies enjoy some reduction of rates, the 
percentage varying widely; and agricul- 
tural land and buildings are exempt from 
rates. 

If there were no change in the law, 
domestic property, shops, offices, etc.. 
would all fall to be rated from 1963 on 
their full current rental value, and most 
charities and kindred bodies would lose 
any right to relief. Agricultural, indus- 
trial and freight-transport derating would 
continue as at present. 


Provisions of the Bill 


Industry.— Clause 1 provides for 
industry and freight-transport to be fully 
rated when the new lists come into force 
in 1963. The withdrawal of the 50 per 
cent relief does not however mean that 
the share of the rates borne by industry 
will be doubled—because the simul- 
taneous rating at full value of shops, 
offices, etc., and the rating of houses at 
current instead of 1939 values will sub- 
stantially offset any increase in industry’s 
share of the total rate burden. The 
changes up or down in the proportion in 
which rates will fall on the different 
classes of property from 1963 onward 
cannot yet be foreseen (see below). 

As at April 1, 1959, domestic property 
accounted for 47.62 per cent of the total 
rateable value for England and Wales, 
and commercial and miscellaneous pro- 
perty for 40.79 per cent. Industry and 
freight-transport had a rateable value 
after de-rating in 1959 of about £80m. 
(of which over £77m. is industry)}—some 
114 per cent of the total rateable value 
for England and Wales. (The national- 
ised railways and canals are not rateable 
and are therefore not affected by the 
re-rating of freight-transport; the British 
Transport Commission makes a payment 
in lieu of rates in respect of them, of the 
order of £2}m. in 1960-61). 

Houses.—Because it seems possible 
that in 1963 the share of the rates falling 
on householders, in some areas at least, 


might sharply increase as a result of the 
change from 1939 to current values, and 
because it will not be possible until early 
in 1962 to get a clear picture of the 
pattern of the increases, the Bill proposes 
in clause 2 a power for the Minister to 
cushion the increase for householders by 
derating houses for the five-year period 
of the 1963 lists, by a percentage to be 
fixed by order. The order, which will 
require the approval of both Houses of 
Parliament, may fix different percentage 
reductions for different counties and 
county boroughs: this is to allow for the 
possibility that values may be found to 
have altered since 1939 much more 
greatly in some areas than others. 

Charities. — The Government have 
accepted the recommendations of the 
Pritchard Committee in their Report on 
the Rating of Charities and Kindred 
Bodies (Cmnd. 831, August, 1959) in all 
respects except one. The one exception 
is that they have decided to exclude from 
mandatory rate relief the universities and 
colleges which ure in receipt of Govern- 
ment grant through the University 
Grants Committee. The decision to make 
this exclusion in no way affects, of 
course, the status in law of the universi- 
ties as charities: indeed, they are 
expressly described as charities in the 
heading of the First Schedule to the Bill. 
Most of them at present enjoy some relief 
from rates under section 8 of the Act of 
1955, and any increasc in rates which 
falls on the universities after 1963 as a 
result of the Government's decision will 
be taken into account in determining the 
recurrent Exchequer grants to be paid 
to the universities in the quinquennium 
1962-67. 

Other charities are to be entitled as of 
right to 50 per cent relief from rates, and 
rating authorities will have power, if they 
wish, to reduce or remit the balance. 
Rating authorities are also to have their 
present power to reduce or remit the 
rates of kindred bodies extended to cover 
a wider field, and made more elastic as to 
the period of the relief (Clause 8). In 
view of these new arrangements, the 
reliefs for charities and kindred bodies 
under section 8 of the Rating and Valua- 
tion Act of 1955 are brought to an end 
in 1963; and in accordance with the 
Pritchard recommendations the present 
exemptions of certain societies for 
science, literature and the fine arts, etc.. 
and of voluntary schools are repealed 
(Clause 9). Nearly all of these hitherto 
exempt bodies are charities, and so will 
be entitled to 50 per cent mandatory 
relief. 


Voluntary Schools 

The rates on voluntary schools (i.e., 
primary and secondary schools main- 
tained by local education authorities but 
provided by other bodies, principally the 
churches) will fall, like other running 
costs, on the local education authorities: 
no additional expenditure will fall on the 
church authorities. 
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The Rating and Valuation Bill 


Removing Anomalies and Archaic Provisions in the Law 


Water undertakings.—Part Il of the 
Bill, with the Second and Third 
Schedules, introduces a formula method 
for the valuation of statutory water 
undertakings. These are at present 
assessed, under case law, by reference to 
their accounts; the method tends to pro- 
duce the highest assessments, propor- 
tionately, for undertakings which have 
incurred heavy capital expenditure since 
the war. 

Other Provisions of the Bill 


When Part II of the Bill comes into force, 
water undertakings will join the nationalised 
gas, electricity and transport undertakings 
in being valued for rating (or assessed to a 
contribution in lieu of rates) by formula. 
Clause 3 would enable the Minister at some 
future date, after appropriate consultations, 
to prescribe formula methods for valuing the 
property of the National Coal Board and 
other properties at present assessed by refer- 
ence to the accounts, receipts or profits of 
the undertakings occupying them (e.g., the 
docks), or by reference to royalties (e.g., 
quarries and other extractive industries). 

Clause 4 permits the Minister, with the 
Minister of Education, to prescribe a formula 
(on the broad general lines of a formula at 
present applied in practice) for the assess- 
ment of county and voluntary schools. 

Effect has been given in the Plant and 
Machinery (Rating) Order. 1960, to all but 
two of the recommendations accepted by the 
Government from the Report of the Ritson 
Committee on the Rating of Plant and Mach- 
inery published on January 30, 1959. Clause 
5 makes the changes in the law which are 
necessary to give effect to those two recom- 
mendations which could not be implemented 
without legislation—for the exemption of 
small movable plant from rating, and the 
exemption of process plant which would 
otherwise be rateable solely because it is 
incidentally used for draining the premises 
on which it is situated. 


Clause 6 makes miscellaneous amendments 
in the law governing the determination of 
rateable values. It abolishes deductions from 
gross value in respect of owners’ drainage, 
etc., rates, and deductions in urban areas for 
land covered with water and a small number 
of other properties. The latter deductions 
represent the consolidation in 1925 of the 
reliefs from certain types of rate enjoyed 
before that date by several classes of 
property. These classes have since been 
greatly diminished by the complete derating 
of agriculture, the special arrangements for 
contributions in lieu of rates for nationalised 
railways and canals, and the redemption of 
tithes, and will probably be halved again 
when the formula method for the assessment 
of water undertakings takes effect, so that 
relatively few properties are affected by the 
change. The corresponding reliefs in rural 
areas were ended in 1956. 

Clause 7 abolishes a 19th century restric- 
tion on the rateable value of land acquired 
for burial grounds under certain statutory 
provisions. It will put these burial grounds 
on the same footing as others for valuation 
for rating. 


Clause 10 similarly puts on the same basis 
the rating of all local authority parks which 
are available for free and unrestricted use 
by the public. The broad effect is that, except 
to the extent that parts of them are used 
for commercial purposes, none of the parks, 
under case law, will be rateable in future.

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Plant and the Medium-Sized Builder

3.—Costing 


In this series of articles, which relate to the mechanical plant department 
of a medium-sized building contractor, examination has already been made 


of the size and organisation of the department. 


This article deals with some 


aspects of the costings of the department, and subsequent articles will discuss 


the type of machine which a typical 


IDEAS as to plant costing vary very widely. 
One can have an organisation which keeps 
a record of total earnings and total costs 
of a mechanical plant department, and 
arrives at an overall figure for the whole 
organisation. At the other end of the 
scale one can keep individual costs of 
every separate repair on each machine, 
which provides a wealth of detail of the 
cost of each type of repair and as to what 
makes up the individual cost of running 
each machine. 

The first system provides no detail as to 
which machines are paying and which are 
not, and therefore provides very little 
assistance to the management. The other 
system would involve a_ considerable 
administrative cost, and would probably 
provide a lot of superfluous information 
which is never examined. 

Every firm will have their own ideas 
as to how much detail they wish plant 
costings to provide, but the happy 
medium will lie somewhere between these 
two extremes. 

In my first article (‘The Builder,’ 
November 11) I mentioned that machines 
will be charged out to contracts on a 
basis which represents the cost of the 
machine as if it were hired from an out- 
side source. This charge may contain cer- 
tain elements which do not properly 
relate to the actual cost of running the 
machine but rather to the cost of operat- 
ing it on the site. For example, the 
driver’s wages, the cost of fuel, the cost 
of transport to and from the site, the 
cost of lubricants and ropes. 


Earning Capacity 

Most people will wish to consider the 
machine’s earning capacity in relation to 
the actual machine earnings, and not the 
costs relating to operating the machine 
and the cost of consumable stores, and it 
is therefore desirable to extract from 
internal invoices or charge notes the 
element of the charge which relates to 
the machine only. 

One's expenses in connection with run- 
ning the machine will then be the cost of 
the interest on the capital outlay, the 
cost of depreciation, the cost of repairing 
the machine together with the appro- 
priate proportion of the overheads of the 
department. Thus one can consider the 
earning element and cost element of any 
individual machine in order to see 
whether it pays or not. 

Probably the biggest problem is to 
decide how to deal with the matter of 
overheads. It will be found that the 
overheads in this department are much 
higher in proportion to the turnover than 
in normal builder’s work. If we take a 
typical example of a firm which is spend- 


firm may be expected to own. 


ing £20,000 a year on plant hire within 
its own organisation, it will probably be 
found that the total cost of management, 
running any private cars, rent, rates, 
heating and lighting of the department, 
the cost of running the spare parts 
storage and working out the wages would 
amount to between 15 and 20 per cent of 
the whole, or say, £3,500. In some cases 
in areas where rents are high it may 
amount to an even greater figure. 


Apportioning the Overheads 


It will be seen that if one costs 
machines individually or in groups of a 
similar type, the gross profit in rela- 
tion to a machine can be very misleading 
unless one can apportion the overheads 
against the machine. That is to say, it 
may appear, when considering the figures 
at the end of the year, that every machine 
has made a handsome profit taking into 
account the repairs and depreciation in 
relation to what it has earned, but then 
when considering the department as a 
whole, the overheads are so high that 
little or no profit may have been earned. 
This is the reason it is desirable to try 
and apportion the overheads against the 
machines. 

With regard to the question of costing 
machines as a group or individually, it 
would seem most sensible for medium- 
sized contractors to cost their machines 
individually as they will wish to know 
whether each machine is paying or not. 
Perhaps the only machines which they 
will wish to cost as a group are machines 
of which they have a reasonable number 
of the same types, size, age and make, e.g., 
a batch of 5/34 mixers which were all 
purchased together. 

Most firms, if they decide to try to 
charge out overheads against a machine, 
would do this by increasing the charging 
out rate of the fitter’s time so that there 
is a sufficient margin between the actual 
amount paid to the fitters and the actual 
amount charged to the repair costings, to 
cover the overheads of the department. 
This means that the whole of the over- 
heads go on repair costs, which is very 
similar to the system which would be 
adopted by a garage charging for repairs 
to a private car. This is not entirely de- 
sirable, as when a machine is brand new 
the repair cost will be very low and 
therefore the proportion of the overheads 
charged against the machine will be very 
low, whereas the machine earnings of the 
new machine, one hopes, will be high. 

For this reason some accountants would 
consider that the best way of apportion- 
ing one’s overheads against machines 
would be to charge overheads against 
machines in three parts, as follows: (1) 
A percentage deduction from earnings; 


(2) a percentage addition to repairs; (3) 
a percentage addition to drivers’ wages. 


Repair Figures 

Where repair figures are mentioned in 
this and subsequent articles the figures 
can only be approximate as amounts vary 
very widely with the use to which 
machines are put and the efficiency of 
maintenance. However, figures have been 
given as a guide and they are based on 
the net cost of labour and materials to 
carry out repairs and do not include any 
allowance for overheads. 

We have not yet mentioned the other 
matters of interest on capital and depre- 
ciation. 

The former is very quickly calculated 
as a percentage on the written down 
value of the machine, which may be taken 
at the firm’s current borrowing rate, or 
at a higher borrowing rate if one wishes 
to include the risk element as part of the 
interest on capital. 

Probably the most popular way of 
allowing for depreciation of mechanical 
plant is not to adopt a straight line 
method in which a machine is, say, com- 
pletely written off at 20 per cent per 
annum for a period of five years, but to 
adopt a system whereby a percentage re- 
duction is made each year so that as the 
machine ages and the repair costs rise, 
the allowance for depreciation in each 
year would drop. 


Depreciation 


A suitable rate of depreciation for 
reasonably long wearing machinery such 
as mixers, excavators, small dumpers, 
etc., is 25 per cent per annum, and with 
heavy wearing machinery such as bull- 
dozers and tractor shovels it is normal 
to allow a larger amount such as 334 per 
cent per annum. 

Thus a mixer costing £1,000 would be 
depreciated by £250 in the first year, and 
by £187 10s. in the second year of life, 
and a tractor shovel costing £3,000 would 
be depreciated at £1,000 for the first year 
of life and £666 in the second year of 
life. 

A further method of depreciation is a 
modified straight line method whereby 
the total life of a machine is assessed in 
terms of working hours, and the deprecia- 
tion is calculated on the number of hours 
the machine has worked to a given date. 
The difficulty with this method is that a 
new machine may spend a large amount 
of its time idle, and will apparently earn 
a profit which will be purely mythical as 
the written down value of the machine 
on the company’s books will be very much 
higher than its current market value. For 
this reason this method of depreciation 
is not satisfactory, although it is very 
kind to those who wish to produce 
optimistic accounts when their plant is 
not working! 

To go back to our example of a firm 
which spends £20,000 a year on internal 
plant hire, one would find that perhaps 
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with a total written down value of plant 
of £25,000, the annual earnings would be 
spent as follows: £6,500 might be spent 
on repairs, a further £7,500 to be allocated 
to depreciation, the interest on capital 
outlay would amount to £1,750, the over- 
heads of the department £3,500, leaving 
a profit of £750. This profit would of 
course be a net profit, as we have already 
made allowance for borrowing the capital 
invested. 

In my last article I mentioned that it 


is most necessary for the financial 
success of the plant department for the 
repair costs to be carefully controlled. 
The above figures illustrate this point. 
An increase in repair costs of 124 per 
cent would result in the department 
making a loss instead of a profit, and a 
decrease of 124 per cent would more than 
double the profits. 

The need for good maintenance to cut 
down repair costs is paramount.

Institute’s Annual Dinner

Setting the example, ad- 
mirably followed by all speakers, to be 
brief and to the point, Mr. Gilfillan con- 
gratulated the Institute on the successful 
completion of its first conference, held at 
Salford in October, and its extension 


throughout the country in branches which 
were the backbone of any business asso- 
ciation. 

In his response Mr. Johnson pointed out 
that works management in local govern- 
ment was very different from its opposite 
number in private enterprise. ‘ There is 
therefore,” he continued, ‘a need for 
special training, and to this end the week- 
end schools were organised by the In- 
stitute.’ The president concluded with a 
tribute to Mr. F. S. Ayres, ARICS, 
MIMunBM, for his initiative and drive in 
the running of these courses. The toast 
of the guests was proposed by Mk.

Building in the City 
Extension of ‘ Daily Telegraph’ Offices 


THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL, sitting 
at the Guildhall on November 17, granted 
permission on outline applications for the 
erection of a new building as an extension 
of the existing printing works and offices 
of the ‘ Daily Telegraph.’ The site for the 
new building is bounded by Little New- 
street, New Street-hill, Wine Office-court 
and Printer-street, and comprises 10 to 
16 New Little-street, 11 to 14 New Street- 
hill, 6 Printer-street, 8 to 17 Wine Office- 
court and 1 to 10 Gunpowder-alley. The 
architects are L. A. Culliford and Part- 
ners, of Essex-street, WC2. 

The Council refused to permit the con- 
struction of an addition at the first, 
second and third floors to a building on 
the site of 31 to 34a, 36 and 36b Basing- 
hall-street, 1 and 2 Basinghall-avenue, 
1, 2, 2a, 5 and 6 Guildhall-chambers. The 
reasons for the refusal were that the addi- 
tion would appear to result in there being 
a column in the access way to the car 
park, obstructing access to the park, and 
it would materially decrease the access of 
light to adjacent offices. The architects 
are Messrs. Joseph, King’s Bench-walk, 
EC4. 

Approval was granted to drawings for 
the erection of a new building for use as 
offices at parts of 5 to 8 Bow-churchyard, 
78 Watling-street, 58 to 60 Bread-street 
and Star-court. The architects are Ley, 


Colbeck and Partners, Palmerston House, 
Bishopsgate, EC2. 

Approval was also granted to drawings 
for the erection of a new building for use 
as a Livery Hall with ancillary offices for 
the Worshipful Company of Salters. The 
building will be at parts of 17, 18 to 22, 
23 to 27 Fore-street, part of 3, 4 and 5 
Aldermanbury-postern and 129a, 130, 
13la, 131b and 13lc London-wall. The 
architects are Messrs. Easton and Robert- 
son, Cusdin, Preston and Smith, of Bed- 
ford-square, WC1. 


Bridge-Deck Systems 


“BENDING MOMENTS IN A_ PLATE-AND-

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Education and Efficiency 


Mr. Trench’s Advice to Students 
at St. Albans 


ADDRESSING THE STUDENTS at the first 
prize-giving ceremony to be held at the 
new Hertfordshire College of Building, 
at St. Albans on November 15, MR. PETER 
TRENCH, OBE, BSC, FIOB, Director of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, congratulated the college on 
achieving a far better attendance rate 
than the combined attendances at the 
building departments at Hatfield and Wat- 
ford technical colleges. The student 
hours for the first year showed a rise of 
30 per cent over their rivals. 

‘It is worth remembering,’ continued 
Mr. Trench, ‘ that efficiency in the main 
is totally dependent for its success on 
education and training whether that train- 
ing be for a craft, for management, for a 
specialist occupation, or just all round 
general education.’ 

Mr. Trench placed such emphasis on 
efficiency because of the vital importance 
of the building industry to the economic 
struggle for survival of the country as a 
whole. ‘We belong to an industry,’ he 
said, ‘ which gives direct employment to 
14m. people and indirect employment to 
double that number. This means that one 
in eight of all employed persons in this 
country is concerned to some extent 
with the building industry. The inter- 
relationship between the economy as a 
whole and an industry of this immense 
size is self-evident—even more so when 
you consider that three-quarters of all the 
capital assets of the country have been 
provided by us. Increase productivity by 
a mere 5 per cent and we can save the 
country the enormous figure of £100m.’ 

Turning to criticisms that are con- 
stantly made of the building industry Mr. 
Trench asked two questions: ‘ What other 
industry performs its tasks on the public 
stage, open for every do-gooder to make 
his or her comments? And on what 
grounds do people complain of our costs? 
Despite the conditions in which we have 
to carry out our work we have as an 
industry kept pace by increasing our pro- 
ductivity over the last ten years in line 
with increases in the undercover manu- 
facturing industries in general. As a 
nation the proportion of money expended 
on new construction in the United King- 
dom as a percentage of our gross national 
income is less than any other major 
European country. May this not result 
from the fact that despite our critics we 
produce more building for less money 
than our continental counterparts ?’ 

Mr. Trench concluded with a word of 
congratulation and encouragement for the 
students to whom he had presented the 
awards. Other speakers were MR. A. G. G. 
RICHARDS, BSC, AloB, head of the Col- 
lege of Building, who presented the report 
for the first session, and MR. N. S. FAR- 
ROW, MBE, FIOB, chairman of the Build- 
ing Committee in the chair.

Redundant Churches 


New Procedures Proposed for their Preservation 


THE BUILDER 


OF THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND'S eighteen 
thousand parish churches and other 
buildings licensed for services, some 370 
churches are at present redundant in the 
sense that they will not be required 
regularly for public worship in the fore- 
seeable future and a further 420 are ex- 
pected to become redundant in the next 
15 or 20 years. The future of such 
churches is considered in the report of 
the Archbishops’ Commission on Redun- 
dant Churches, published on October 26. 

The Commission believe that very few 
churches having good claims to preserva- 
tion on historic or architectural grounds 
have been destroyed under existing pro- 
cedures, but they consider that all these 
procedures are unsatisfactory and that 
they should be replaced. Under a new 
procedure, three stages, each given ade- 
quate publicity, will have to be passed 
through before a church can be de 
molished. In the first stage pastoral com- 
mittees drafting proposals for pastoral 
reorganisation involving redundant 
churches are to have the benefit of the 
experienced advice of a strengthend Cen- 
tral Council for the Care of Churches. 
During the second stage, a waiting period 
of one to three years, a newly formed 
uses committee will make every effort to 
find alternative uses. 

In the third stage the church commis- 
sioners will have to consult a newly- 
formed advisory board before they can 
prepare a scheme authorising the demoli- 
tion of a church. The Commission recom- 
mend that this advisory board should be 
so composed as to carry a compelling 
weight not only with the church authori- 
ties but also with amenity bodies and the 
public. The advisory board would also 
be available for consultation in the other 
stages of the procedure. The report also 
recommends that a redundant churches’ 
fund should be established by statute 
and should receive regular contributions 
from church and state. 

Such cases as that of the working out 
of part of the Durham coalfields have 
meant that small communities have out- 
lived their purpose, often leaving the 
church as their most enduring monument. 
In many cities also the city centre has 
ceased to be a place where people live, 
and many city churches have lost their 
congregations. Changing patterns of 
urban and rural settlements, the ease of 
modern communications, and the heavy 
cost of church maintenance are other 
factors which have to be taken into con- 
sideration. 

In considering the extent of redun- 
dancy the Commission found that the 
problem is most serious in country dis- 
tricts. Of the 790 churches which are 
redundant now, or may be expected to 
become so, some 440 have considerable 
historic or architectural interest, and 86 
others have such interest but to a lesser 
degree. The redundant churches fund, 
during the first 20 years of its life, might, 
it is tentatively estimated, be asked to 
accept responsibility for somewhere 
between 300 and 400 churches. The 
expenditure on maintenance seems likely 


to fall between £100 and £200 a year for 
each church, and might be expected to 
build up by degrees to an annual sum 
which, at the end of 20 years, could not 
be safely put at less than £60,000 to 
£70,000. In addition, redundant churches 
of exceptional architectural quality might 
be taken over by the Ministry of Works. 


Current Statistics 

The amount available in England for 
repair and maintenance grants under the 
Historic Buildings and Ancient Monu- 
ments Act, 1953, was £400,000 during 
1959-60, while the provision for com- 
parable work on ancient monuments was 
£534,000. 

There are 17,980 churches in the care of

the Church of England. Of these, there are 
estimated to be 8,782 wholly medieval (i.e. 
without substantial alteration) and 518 
Renaissance. There are 8,680 19th century 
and modern (many of them incorporate large 
amounts of ancient work). The amount 
expended by parishes on repairs in 1959 was 
£1,171,974. Redundant churches demolished 
by schemes under the Union of Benefices 
or pastoral re-organisation measures included 
10 of architectural importance, 8 of archi- 
tectural merit, and 213 of no architectural 
value. The known cases of redundant 
churches demolished under faculty included 
6 of architectural importance, 6 of archi- 
tectural merit, and 17 of no great value. 

There have been 63 redundant churches 
for which other uses have been found since 
1924 and 43 have come back into regular 
use since 1900, Ten redundant churches 
have been moved to new sites since 1900, 
Between 400 and 450 new churches built 
since the end of the war include 180 
parish churches and 200 dual-purpose hall- 
churches. The approximate cost of a parish 
church is £35,000, and a dual purpose hall- 
church, £14,000. 


The Care of Churches 


Two Practical Booklets 


ADVICE TO INCUMBENTS, churchwardens 
and parochial church councils on how to 
care for their churches, and on the prin- 
ciples to be followed in redecoration is 
given in two booklets published (October 
21) for the Central Council for the Care 
of Churches by the Church Information 
Office. 

Though the Inspection of Churches 
Measure now requires that churches in 
all parishes must be examined every five 
years by a qualified architect, it is 
emphasised in ‘ How to Look After Your 
Church’ that this does not remove the 
need for vigilance by the men on the spot 
and for prompt attention to anything 
that goes wrong. ‘ If all small repairs had 
been dealt with directly they were re- 
quired,’ the booklet points out, ‘ the very 
big sums for which most parishes have at 
some time had to appeal in order to carry 
out a large-scale restoration would not 
have been necessary. 

Inspection Routine 

The booklet, which is illustrated with 
a page of diagrams, deals with the points 
to be looked for in examining a church 
building and its fittings, and thus answers 
the many questions that arise in connec- 
tion with church maintenance. Exterior 
inspection covers, surface drainage, trees, 
ivy (‘Ivy should never be tolerated any- 
where; it does great damage to pointing 
as well as to stone and brick.’), down 
pipes, eaves, gutters, walls, windows and 
roofs; and interior inspection takes in 
plaster, woodwork, the maintenance of 
lighting and heating installations, care of 
the organ and bells, and of registers, plate, 
textiles and monuments. Guidance is also 
given on how parishes can make the best 
use of the architect’s five-yearly inspec- 
tion, and a form of agreement, devised by 
the RIBA, to be exchanged between 
parish and architect is included. Finally 
the nature of beetle and dry rot attacks is 
explained, and a bibliography is given 
for those who wish to explore the sub- 
ject in greater detail. 

Photographs of redecoration carried out 
at various churches illustrate the con- 


sidered advice given in the booklet on 
*Redecorating Churches.’ It is pointed 
out that the primary object of any decora- 
tive treatment should always be architec- 
tural, but it should be remembered that 
the function of a church is to provide 
the setting for worship and that redecora- 
tion should be in sympathy with a 
church’s individual character and with 
the intention of its builders. 

The booklet carefully discusses the 
problems and possibilities of limewash- 
ing, and draws a distinction between wall 
surfaces of which the building materials 
are meant to be exposed, and those which 
were intended by the original builders to 
be covered. For example, finely dressed 
ashlar should not always be covered, 
whereas rough stone construction, which 
the Victorians exposed and pointed up 
with heavy cement mortar, giving an 
effect of crazy paving, should be re- 
plastered and whitened or at any rate 
limewashed. 

The advice, which is intended for 
churchwardens and parochial church 
councils as well as for architects, builders 
and contractors, concludes with a series 
of technical notes. The booklets may be 
obtained, price 2s. each, from the Church 
Information Office, Church House, 
Dean’s-yard, Westminster, SW1. 


Restoration of Penrice Castle 
RESTORATION of the stonework and exten- 
sive internal decorations are to be under- 
taken at Penrice Castle, Gower, in South 
Wales. The castle is one of the few 
remaining Georgian mansions of conse- 
quence in the Swansea area. The work, 
it is hoped, will be completed by the 
spring of 1961. 

The architect for the work is the Hon. 
Anthony Methuen, ARIBA, and the 
quantity surveyors, Messrs. E. R. Brown 
& Partners, of Swansea. The latter have 
already completed several months of 
preparatory work. The main contractors 
are L. H. Samuel Ltd., of Landore, and 
Bath stone is to be supplied by George 
V. Williams and Sons, of Bath.

gaged on the smaller contract, i.e. erec- 
tion of houses, small blocks of flats, 
shops and so forth. The price is in the 
region of £1,500. For those not desirous 
of purchasing such a machine the pro- 
spect of hiring will doubtless soon be a 
possibility. 

Much of the work in constructing taller 
buildings demands ways and means of 
handling materials safely and expedi- 
tiously. Not all materials reach sites in 
such a manner as to be ready for ‘ bulk’ 
movement on site. I liked the ‘ Hollow 
Pot Fork’ shown on the stand of 
AUDENS LTD., Central-avenue, West 
Molesey. Manufactured under licence 
from the DSIR, the tined arrangement is 
suitable for the swift handling of hollow 
blocks from vehicles to site and to 
scaffold positions, particularly the latter. 


Quieter Pile-Driving 


Noise is a problem which we seek to 
minimise, both in the exclusion of it from 
the buildings we erect and also during 
the construction of those buildings. 
Some might put the latter requirement 
under the heading of ‘ good public rela- 
tions.’ Certainly anti-noise campaigners 
will be pleased to know that the proto- 
type of an electrically operated vibrator 
designed to drive piles by means of a 
rapid succession of impulse forces was 
exhibited by THE BRITISH STEEL PILING 
co. LTD., 10, Haymarket, London, SW1. 
As the machine does not hammer the pile 
and is not driven by steam or compressed 
air, its operations are relatively noiseless. 

The prototype machine on view was 
powered by two 30 hp electric motors 
which drive eccentric weights through 
chains and a linkage system designed to 
produce a rapid succession of downward 
impulses instead of a succession of blows 
as in conventional drivers. These down- 
ward impulses are of considerable magni- 
tude and in fully developed machines may 
be up to 50 tons or more. 

A pedestrian-controlled power trans- 
porter with a 6 cu. ft. struck capacity 
skip, self loading, and tipping to an 
instantaneous discharge was a newcomer 
presented by ROAD MACHINES (DRAYTON) 
LTD., West Drayton, Middx. Fitted with 
an Aspera 34 bhp air-cooled, 4-stroke 
engine, it operates effectively in difficult 
ground conditions, and can climb gradi- 
ents of 1:3 whether laden or unladen. 
This little machine can be charged, either 
from a pile of material or by scraping 
a floor clean. It costs £120 and is known 


as the ‘RoadMAC Loadadump.’ 


Mechanical Plastering

Each exhibition 
provides its share of new machines, new 
techniques and so on, and with a well- 
deserved fanfare of publicity and 
‘honourable mentions,’ these items make 
a welcome debut. In such conditions 
there is a tendency to overlook many of 
the items of plant and equipment which 
have served faithfully for many years. 
They are likened to ‘ old friends’ which, 
indeed, they are, but invariably their 
annual or biennial appearance in the 
shining colours so soon caked by the mud 
and dust of service, reveals that the 
manufacturers have moved with the 
times. Modifications and improvements 
are regularly taking place, which ensure 
greater productivity and higher stan- 
dards of finishing, and always to these 
can be added reduced operating costs 
allied to greater comfort for operatives. 

Any genuine attempt to _ review 
machinery exhibitions and to comment 
on the tremendous strides made. necessi- 
tates a major task and, therefore, these 
notes are not intended to be conclusive. 
They are indicative of great advancement 
during the past twelve months, and as 
such it is hoped that for those who may 
not have had the opportunity of visiting 
Olympia and who are desirous of keeping 
abreast of events, a basis for further 

investigation may be 
provided. 


A New Tower Crane

recently led the BRS 
to publish recom- 
mendations aimed at 
encouraging the 
smaller builder to 
follow the example of 
some of the larger 
organisations. It was, 
therefore, encourag- 
ing to find a new- 
comer in the self- 
erecting small tower 
crane — the Pingon 
600 P.8-612 exhibited 
by the sole selling 
agents in this coun- 
try,GEORGE COHEN AND 
co. LTD., Wood-lane, 
Shepherds Bush, Lon- 
don, W12. Mounted 
on four pneumatic- 
tyred wheels for 
easy mobility, this 
machine has _ been 
specifically designed 
to bring all the ad- 
vantages of tower 
crane operation to 
the contractor en- 
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gaged on the smaller contract, i.e. erec- 
tion of houses, small blocks of flats, 
shops and so forth. The price is in the 
region of £1,500. For those not desirous 
of purchasing such a machine the pro- 
spect of hiring will doubtless soon be a 
possibility. 

Much of the work in constructing taller 
buildings demands ways and means of 
handling materials safely and expedi- 
tiously. Not all materials reach sites in 
such a manner as to be ready for ‘ bulk’ 
movement on site. I liked the ‘ Hollow 
Pot Fork’ shown on the stand of 
AUDENS LTD., Central-avenue, West 
Molesey. Manufactured under licence 
from the DSIR, the tined arrangement is 
suitable for the swift handling of hollow 
blocks from vehicles to site and to 
scaffold positions, particularly the latter. 


Quieter Pile-Driving 

Noise is a problem which we seek to 
minimise, both in the exclusion of it from 
the buildings we erect and also during 
the construction of those buildings. 
Some might put the latter requirement 
under the heading of * good public rela- 
tions.’ Certainly anti-noise campaigners 
will be pleased to know that the proto- 
type of an electrically operated vibrator 
designed to drive piles by means of a 
rapid succession of impulse forces was 
exhibited by THE BRITISH STEEL PILING 
co. LTD., 10, Haymarket, London, SWI. 
As the machine does not hammer the pile 
and is not driven by steam or compressed 
air, its operations are relatively noiseless. 

The prototype machine on view was 
powered by two 30 hp electric motors 
which drive eccentric weights through 
chains and a linkage system designed to 
produce a rapid succession of downward 
impulses instead of a succession of blows 
as in conventional drivers. These down- 
ward impulses are of considerable magni- 
tude and in fully developed machines may 
be up to 50 tons or more. 

A pedestrian-controlled power trans- 
porter with a 6 cu. ft. struck capacity 
skip, self loading, and tipping to an 
instantaneous discharge was a newcomer 
presented by ROAD MACHINES (DRAYTON) 
LTD., West Drayton, Middx. Fitted with 
an Aspera 34 bhp air-cooled, 4-stroke 
engine, it operates effectively in difficult 
ground conditions, and can climb gradi- 
ents of 1:3 whether laden or unladen. 
This little machine can be charged, either 
from a pile of material or by scraping 
a floor clean. It costs £120 and is known 
as the ‘RoadMAC Loadadump.’ 


Mechanical Plastering 


Little mechanisation of the art of 
plastering has taken place in this country, 
despite the fact that for some years it 
has been steadily progressing in a num- 
ber of European countries. It is appre- 
ciated that a number of them have for 
years concentrated on the rendered finish. 
Possibly the lack of facing bricks in some

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parts of the country will necessitate more 
plastering here. On the other hand, the 
mechanisation of building sites is con 
stantly moving forward. 

Iwo plastering machines were on view 
for the first time; both of German origin. 
THE CORNELLY EQUIPMENT CO. LTD., 39, 
Victoria-street, London, SW1, showed the 
*Putznecht’ plastering machine, which 
will convey plaster, mortar and similar 
rendering materials to a height of 165 ft. 
at a distance of 450 ft. from the machine. 
The rendering can be either stored con- 
veniently for the plasterers or pumped 
directly on to the wall. This machine is 
electrically operated and is completely 
self-contained, including sieve, pump, air 
compressor and automatic controls. The 
price is around £1,000. The machine can 
be supplied fitted with a trough mixer at 
a small extra cost. 

A different type of machine, the 
AMPA, was shown by MILLARS’ 
MACHINERY CO. LTD., Pinners Hall, Great 
Winchester-street, London, EC2. Oper- 
ated singly, this machine throws on the 
mortar, aligns and levels to the finished 
coating. After setting the machine in 
a vertical position, a perfect perpendicular 
wall coating is obtained without the need 
of gauges and other devices, and all un- 
even surfaces are corrected. The finished 
wall coating can be made in any required 
thickness in both horizontal and vertical 
direction by the adjustment of individual 
layers. The mortar is thrown on to the 
wall by means of compressed air from 
two superimposed nozzle rows, which can 
be operated independently. The cost is 
in the region of £1,200, which does not 
include a mixer—cost approximately £300. 

At present the machine has to be fed 
by unskilled labour, filling the supply con- 
tainer, but one imagines that the question 
of embodying mixer and plastering 
machine is a matter which is actively be- 
ing pursued, and when this has been 
finalised the results may well be stagger- 
ing. The AMPA plastering machine will 
pass through any normal size door. 

The first product of a manufacturing 
agreement made earlier this year between 
R. H. Neal & Co. Ltd., of Ealing, and 
the Unit Crane and Shovel Corporation 
of Milwaukee, USA, is the Neal-Unit 
NU 1620, a 3 cu. yd. capacity excavator

which is now available to British industry 
for the first time. The machine is de- 
signed for use as a dragline, drag shovel, 
face shovel or conventional crawler- 
mounted crane with speedy conversion of 
front end attachments. I noted particu 
larly the 360 deg. view cab. 

The engine mounting is ‘in-line,’ and 
a one-piece cast gear case and one-step 
gear reduction obviates the use of chain 
drives. 


Improved Dumpers 


The dumper has done much to revolu 
tionise work on many sites. Notable im- 
provements were observed on two stands. 
THWAITES ENGINEERING CO, LTD., Cubbing- 
ton, nr. Leamington Spa, showed a 
hydraulic side discharge dumper of 30 
cwts. payload, powered by a Petter diesel 
engine. Discharge of concrete is made 
at 1 ft. 3 in. above ground level while 
travelling under load. 

Another 30 cwt. capacity dumper, 
powered by a Petter twin-cylinder air- 
cooled diesel engine is the 3-Way Tipping 
Machine by BENFORD LTD., The Cape, 
Warwick. This empties while stationary, 
or moving forwards or in reverse. All or 
part of the load can be tipped as required 
and the sideways discharge is 20 in. above 
ground. 

KEY ENGINEERING CO. LTD., Larkfield, nr. 
Maidstone, showed a new waste connec- 
tor (patent applied for) designed to speed 
up and simplify any stack drain installed 
with pitch fibre pipe. To be known as 
the Key-Conex *‘ Tapertite’ waste con- 
nector, it enables 1} in. and 1} in. waste 
connections anywhere on the pipe stack 
drain, before or after installation, com- 
pletely eliminating fitting from inside the 
pipe. A hole is cut to size in the pipe 
where required, the connector is screwed 
home until a locating arrow on the nut 
matches a similar arrow on the saddle. 
This indicates that the end of the shank 
is flush with the pipe wall. If at a later 
date in the development of the building 
it is necessary to alter the waste connec- 
tions, it is a simple matter to unscrew the 
‘ Tapertite ’ connector, blank off the hole 
and re-use where required. Additional 
sizes of the ‘Tapertite’ are being 
developed. 

Designed to prolong the life of moulds, 


shuttering or formwork, with the added 
advantage of giving a fine even face to 
the concrete, ‘ Moldcote’ provides a hard 
polished surface which is _ sufficiently 
tough to resist damage under everyday 
use, but with enough resilience to ‘ give’ 
with the timber. This new liquid treat- 
ment for the protection of timber sur- 
faces was shown by STUART B. DICKENS 
LTD., Manor-way, Boreham Wood, Hert- 
fordshire. This protective finish is easy 
to apply and when fully hardened the sur- 
face is unaffected by moisture, alkalies 
from concrete, or the weather. It will 
not stain the surface of the concrete nor 
affect the ‘set’ in any way. 

How often. I wonder, do brooms on 
sites get partly used and discarded? How 
often are newly finished buildings swept 
out with the normal shaped broom and 
freshly painted surfaces, particularly 
skirtings, damaged in the _ process? 
Strong circular type broom heads were 
exhibited by w. & F. ARCHER LTD., 
Brettenham-road, Edmonton, London, 
N18. These can be used without dam- 
aging painted surfaces. They can also 
be worn down evenly by speedily swivel- 
ling the holder with the new ‘ Lite’n’Tite ’ 
holder, adjusted to any of four positions 
by the turn of one screw.

Progress Towards Clean Air 


Publication of Local Authority Programmes of Smoke Control 


A COMMAND PAPER* giving the proposals 
of local authorities in the ‘ black’ areas, 
where air pollution is worst, for eliminat- 
ing smoke from their districts by making 
orders creating smoke control areas has 
been presented to Parliament by Mr. 
Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government and Minister for 
Welsh Affairs, and is now published. 

In a circular issued in January, 1959, 
to local authorities the Minister asked 
each local authority in the black areas 
to decide what smoke control orders 
were needed in its area, and to submit a 
programme showing the local authority’s 
plans for smoke control in each year up 
to 1963, and the year by which the 
authority hoped to finish the job. The 
Command Paper shows these _ pro- 
grammes. 

The Paper shows that by the end of 
1958 some 120,000 premises and 17,000 
acres in the black areas were covered by 
smokeless zones or smoke _ control 
orders. 

Estimated progress in 1960 (470,000 
premises and 111,000 acres) is about 
double that estimated for 1959. The pro- 
grammes envisage that something like 
this rate will be maintained in each 
year up to 1963. This rate of progress 
would mean that some 24m. premises 
(including 2m. houses) and nearly half 
a million acres would by then be smoke 
controlled. This is almost half way 
towards the final objectives of those 


authorities who have submitted pro- 
grammes. 

Information given in the Paper about 
the rate of progress by local authorities 
in 1959 shows that this fell a good deal 


short of what had been planned. 


Target Dates 


The target dates for the completion of 
local authority programmes range from 
1962 onwards. The County of London, 
it is estimated, will be largely smoke con- 
trolled by 1975. 

A provisional list made by the Ministry 
shows that 324 local authority areas in 
England and Wales might be regarded as 
black areas in whole or in part. A table 
in the paper shows the smoke control 
programme (if any) submitted by the 
authority for each of these areas and the 
target year for its completion. 

By March 31, 1960, 115 of these 
authorities had for various reasons not 
submitted programmes. The commonest 
reasons were that the authorities did not 
consider their districts to be black areas, 
or that they were concerned about the 
effect of smoke control orders on persons 
entitled to receive coal at concessionary 
prices from the National Coal Board. 
Most of the rest said that they had not 
yet been able to prepare a programme, or 
that they wished to proceed with a pilot 
scheme before doing so. 

The Minister is sending a circular to 
local authorities drawing attention to the 


Builders’ Benevolence 
BCBI President’s Appeal for Pensioners

‘It is to the great credit of our indus- 
try that for over 94 years the good work 
started by our founder, Thomas Peto 
Ward, has gone on without interruption,’ 
continued the president, ‘and this has 
been made possible only by your genero- 
sity now and in the past. I would. how- 


ever, like to see the help which we are 
able to give extended to all of those who 
qualify under our rules, and I would ask 
all of you to bring to the notice of our 
secretary any known case where you 
feel that the Institution can help by alle- 
viating any individual distress. Even if 
you feel that the particular case which 
you have in mind is on the borderline, 
please let us have the opportunity to con- 
sider it. I assure you that our commit- 
tee adopts a most broad approach to these 
problems.’ 

The indomitable MR. Ss. H. F. PULLEY, 
FRGS, honorary treasurer, followed with 
a characteristically firebrand speech in 
defence of benevolent institutions, and a 
vivid and forceful reminder of the terrors 
of poverty. 

The toast of the guests was proposed 
by MR. P. H. BATES, FIOB, immediate past- 
president, who drew attention to the 
diverse interests which supported the 
Institution; representatives from all 
branches of industry were present. The 
final speech of the evening, the response, 
came from MR. F. T. SMITH, LRIBA. A noted 
raconteur he rounded off the evening 
with some drollery that would have 
delighted Balzac or even Rabelais.

Problems in Using Industrial Wastes 


BRICKS made of fuel ash, cortisone from 
the sisal plant, composting with domestic 
refuse, animal food from distillery wastes, 
metal polishes based on sawdust. These 
are a few of the ways in which apparently 
unpromising waste materials from one 
industry are being put to good use by 
another. Other examples and some 
unsolved problems are described in a new 
DSIR booklet ‘ Waste or Wealth?’* a col- 
lection of stories about industrial wastes. 

Modern life and industry are bringing 
a widening variety of waste materials, and 
with them the problem of disposal—or 
re-use. A close watch on the dustbin may 
bring to light a new source of raw 
materials or a different market for 
familiar ones and, with the aid of research 
or technical advice, many industrial 
wastes are being turned to profit. But 
there are still serious cases of unclaimed 
wastes—-for example, several million gal- 
lons of paint are lost every year during 
spraying.

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Quantity Surveyors’ Appeal Dismissed 


Interesting New Zealand Case 


A quantity surveyor from this country 
who has recently gone to New Zealand, 
Mr. C. R. Vinycomb, sends us the follow- 
ing account of an interesting court case 
which was heard in Wellington recently. 
Mr. Vinycomb says that the case illus- 
trates the advantages of having bills of 
quantities as part of the contract docu- 
ments. In New Zealand, he points out, 
professional fees are 14 per cent, a figure 
which includes lithography and expenses. 
Furthermore, in Government, and also in 
other work, the quantity surveyor is 
often asked to sign a warranty indemni- 
fying the contractor against loss arising 
from omissions in the bills of quantities. 
The report below is taken from the Wel- 
lington ‘ Evening Post.’ 


AN APPEAL by a firm of quantity surveyors 
against a Magistrate’s Court decision 
awarding damages against them to a 
builder for negligence, was dismissed by 
Mr. Justice McCarthy in a judgment 
delivered in the New Zealand Supreme 
Court on October 14. 

The appellants were Stanley Greville 
Marriott and Richard Maurice Haxton. 
Judgment was given against them for 
£315 in favour of H. S. Pillar and Sons, 
builders. 

Mr. R. E. Harding appeared for the 
appellants and Mr. J. R. Marshall for the 
respondent. 

The appellant Marriott had for some 
years been engaged by or through the 
Wellington Master Builders and Joiners 
Association to take out schedules of quan- 
tities in relation to building projects in 
cases where the quantities did not accom- 
pany the specifications so that they be 
available to members of the association 
who wished to tender, his Honour said. 

Tenders were called by the Education 
Board for the building of a new school at 
Porirua. In accordance with the arrange- 
ment Marriott prepared a schedule of 
quantities. but made no provision for the 
erection and painting of a fence along a 
boundary of the school property where a 
new highway was to be constructed. 

‘The Magistrate has submitted no 
reasons in support of his finding that the 
appellant was negligent, but I am satis- 
fied that there is abundant evidence upon 
which he could reach that ultimate con- 
clusion,’ said HIS HONOUR. 

‘Having regard to the clear terms of 
the specification which permit of no 
ambiguity, I am of the opinion that even 
if the plan was not as informative as 
might have been expected, a reasonably 
careful surveyor would have been put on 
inquiry and would have made certain of 
the situation.’ 

His Honour expressed surprise at the 
argument addressed for the appellant 
that the whole arrangement with the 
builders’ association was illegal as being 
prohibited by the Incorporated Societies 
Act. 

‘The appellants have been paid for the 
preparation of the schedules and from 
the evidence it appeared that they had 


done a considerable amount of work of 
this nature for the association or its 
members and for which presumably they 
have been paid,’ he said. 

‘I again express my disappointment 


vy! 


and add that to me the plea of illegality 
sounds ill in the mouths of professional 
men who have taken long advantage of 
the contract which they now seek to 
reject. 

‘But this Court is not a court of 
ethics, and if the defence is good in law 
and on the facts I must uphold it. How- 
ever, I take the view that the defence of 
illegality is not established.’ 


Power and the Landscape 


Stations and Transmission Lines in Relation to the Countryside 


THE GROWING INFLUENCE of electric power 
on the countryside was the subject of an 
address given by MISS SYLVIA CROWE at 
a meeting of the Institute of Landscape 
Architects on October 21. Miss Crowe 
said that by appointing landscape archi- 
tects for many of its power station and 
overhead line projects the Central Elec- 
tricity Generating Board recognised that 
the utmost consideration should be given 
to the impact of its proposals on the 
landscape. The resultant collaboration 
between engineers and landscape archi- 
tects could now be assessed. 

Nuclear power stations, continued the 
speaker, had at present to be sited in 
remote areas and sometimes clashed with 
National Park policy. In these cases the 
aim was to push the wild landscape close 
up to the boundary of a station and not 
to let its influence stray outwards in a 
suburbia of roads, buildings and embank- 
ments. A nuclear power station could 
not be made to merge into a landscape 
in the way that a hydro-electric station 
could beside a sheet of lake-water. At 
Bradwell the reactors accentuated the 
Essex marshes; at Trawsfynydd they were 
dwarfed by the Welsh mountains. The 
problem was different in each case and 
landscape architects could do much to 
preserve an area’s amenities. 


A Different Problem 


The problems with a coal-fired power 
station were different. Technical develop- 
ments in the conventional field were now 
so rapid that modifications during con- 
struction made it impossible to produce 
a final landscape plan; alternative trans- 
mission connections might be needed or 
new buildings required. The landscape 
architect in considering coal-fired stations 
must keep in close touch with the project 
during its construction to advise on new 
buildings, road curbs, lighting, colour 
textures and must keep a watchful eye on 
endangered trees. 

Miss Crowe said that the scale of power 
Stations tended to overpower their sur- 
roundings; landscape treatment must 
strive to reconcile the disparity in scale. 
Garden treatment could accentuate it by 
interposing a scale smaller than that of 
the surroundings. Tree planting had to 
be on a forestry, not a garden scale. 

As extension of the Supergrid was 
essential to meet the demand for elec- 
tricity, more and more substations were 
necessary. Miss Crowe thought that the 
overhead line structures in substations 
resembled gallows, while the spiky dis- 


integrated shapes of switchgear and trans- 
formers were spread over too great an 
area. She thought substation design 
could be improved and that small sub- 
Stations could be absorbed into the land- 
scape pattern by planting local trees or 
shrubs and by merging them into a 
spinney or hedgeline. 

The overhead line problem was the 
most difficult one facing the landscape 
architect today. It was not considered 
economical to go underground with a cost 
of 13-17 times as great as for overhead 
lines. Each proposed line had to be con- 
sidered on its merits. But the problem 
of avoiding air routes, radar stations, 
radio transmitters, built-up areas and 
other lines made it increasingly difficult 
to avoid altogether beauty spots, green 
belts, or precious strips of open country. 

The speaker thought that Parliament 
should make it easier for the electricity 
boards to erect lines over private houses 
and gardens. There was no danger, and 
some housing areas might even be im- 
proved by the construction of towers 
which would give focal points of some 
scale. For these built-up areas to be 
sacrosanct at the cost of an open stretch 
of green country was deplorable. More 
research, she said, was needed into insu- 
lation problems to make it economically 
practical for overhead lines to be under- 
grounded. A renewed effort was essen- 
tial; neither electricity nor the landscape 
were sectional interests; they were 
national amenities.

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Central Hammersmith Redevelopment 
Second Scheme Submitted to the LCC 


A SECOND LARGE DEVELOPMENT scheme for 
central Hammersmith has been sub- 
mitted to the London County Council 
for planning approval. The first, a £16m. 
project proposed by City Wall Proper- 
ties Ltd. and designed by Messrs. 
Gollins, Melvin, Ward & Partners, has 
been designed to provide a manufac- 
turers’ display centre within easy reach 
of London Airport (‘The Builder’ of 
October 28). It includes a civic centre, 
residential accommodation, an hotel, a 
shopping centre, restaurants and exten- 
sive car-parking facilities. The second, 
a £30m. development designed by the 
Devereux Group Association of Archi- 
tects, includes precisely the same type 
of accommodation, though, of course, on 
a much larger scale. Both projects have 
been designed for maximum traffic- 
pedestrian segregation, the buildings 
being raised 20 ft. above ground level in 
each case. 

The site of the second project covers 
an area of some 30 acres bounded on 
the north by Hammersmith-road and the 
Broadway, on the west by the junction of 
Hammersmith Bridge-road, King-street 
and Hammersmith-grove, on the south by 
Great Church-lane, the site of the pro- 
posed Cromwell-road extension flyover, 
and on the east by St. Paul’s School at 
Colet-gardens. Although the architects 
for the second scheme insist that their’s 
is not a rival plan, there is a good deal of 





overlapping westward from the Butter- 
wick. There is also some similarity in 
the precise nature of the accommodation 
proposed, including a civic centre in each 
case. 

The architects, Mr. Noel 
ARIBA, AMTPI, FRSA, Mr. 
Hardy, MBE, ARIBA, and Mr. Rupert 
Lyell Thorpe, ARIBA, AMTPI, AILA, 
propose that Queen  Caroline-street 
should be closed and traffic directed to 
the west of St. Paul’s Church. An easier 
traffic flow from the Great West-road 
would also be accomplished. 

The site will be divided into three 
basic elements: a civic centre with parish 
hall, dance hall and other public build-

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ings screened from traffic by lawns and 
trees; two shopping precincts with office 
accommodation in three 80 ft. towers, a 
45-storey (450 ft.) hotel, and some factory 
space at ground level; and a residential 
precinct containing 900 flats in 15 blocks 
of varying heights from 8 to 16 storeys. 
Each block would have its own park and 
gardens beneath the podium where there 
will be ample room for several thousand 
cars. 

The traffic problem of the area has been 
carefully studied and the architects 
suggest that Hammersmith Bridge should 
be made a one-way lane, with a new 
bridge provided to carry traffic in the 
reverse direction. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Moffett has already produced 
schemes for Piccadilly Circus and recently 
worked out a traffic solution for the pur- 
poses of the ‘ Monico’ inquiry.

Stresses in the Kariba Dam 


Checks by Engineers as Reservoir Fills 


THE PLANNED LEVEL of the reservoir up- 
stream of Kariba Dam-—-opened by the 
Queen Mother last May——will be reached 
some time between 1962 and 1966. 

As the level rises—-to form a natural 
reservoir of 2,000 square miles, one of 
the largest in the world—so engineers 
determine the actual stresses in the con- 
crete of the dam and check with calcu- 
lated stresses. This has been made pos- 
sible by a comprehensive system of 
acoustic (vibrating string) strain gauges 
installed in the concrete of the dam. 











The checking of the stresses is des- 
cribed in a paper, ‘ Zambesi, Hydro-Elec- 
tric Development at Kariba, First Stage,’ 
which was discussed at the Institution of 
Civil Engineers in London on Tuesday 
October 18. 

The engineer-authors of the paper are 
Sir Duncan Anderson (chairman and chief 
executive of the Federal Power Board), 
Mr. I. A. L. Paton (senior partner, Sir 
Alexander Gibb and Partners) and Mr. 
C. L. Blackburn (partner, Merz and 
McLellan). 
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inflammable Factory Roofs 
‘ Inadequacy of Existing Structures’ 


HUNDREDS OF ACRES of factory roofs in 
Britain ought to be broken up because of 
their inflammability, said MR. W. A 
JACKSON, home fire manager of the Royal 
Exchange Assurance Company, in an 
address to the Insurance Institute of 
London on October 17. ‘ Planning,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Jackson, * can provide for new 
buildings, but something must be done 
about many of the existing factories, and 
warehouses, where the amount at risk 
may be as much as £30m. to £50m. ex- 
posed to one outbreak. The underwriter’s 
biggest nightmare is unbroken roofing 
comprising bituminous coated metal in 
conjunction with a combustible lining 
and an intervening air space.’ 

Discussing last year’s record material 
fire wastage of £44m., the speaker said 
that the £3m. fire at the Rolls-Royce 
factory at Mountsorrel in May, 1959, 
owed its size to a roof of that type, 
together with an absence of adequate fire 
breaks. He hoped that a_ radical 
improvement in roof construction might 
stem from the requirements of the 
Thermal Insulation Act in conjunction 
with the efforts of certain manufacturers 
to substitute a less inflammable external 
roof coating. 

Factory fires might also be limited, he 
continued, by screens in the roof bays, 
although these could not be relied upon 
to prevent the spread of a fire which had 


Thermal Insulation 
Model By-Law 


Cold Reception by 
Local Authorities 


URGENT TALKS are expected between 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment officials, the Fire Research Station 
and the County Councils Association on 
alleged deficiencies in the _ recently 
issued model by-law relating to thermal 
insulation of flue pipes in new dwellings, 
writes a correspondent. Local authori- 
ties have complained that the effect of 
the by-law would tend to increase the 
existing risk of spread of fire in houses 
and flats. Worcestershire City and 
County Fire Brigade Committee have 
asked all district councils in the county 
not to adopt the model by-laws. 

The Ministry, for their part, have 
declared that the advice they have 
received from the Research Stations has 
been to the effect that the by-law would 
make little if any difference to fire risk. 

They have stated that the whole 
question of fire risk in linings needs 
‘thorough consideration’ and that it is 
their intention, in due course, to seek the 
views of the interests concerned.

been allowed to develop. As an alterna- 
tive, consideration should be given to the 
possibility of creating zones at least 50 ft. 
wide, of incombustible construction, in 
which there was no combustible material 
or hazardous process, through which con- 
veyor belts could pass without interrup- 
tion. The isolation of such a ‘ no-man’s 
land’ could be improved still further by 
protection by drenchers not as a curtain, 
but in depth over the whole area. 

Mr. Jackson examined the reasons for 
last year’s record loss which was 79 per 
cent above the average figure for national 
fire wastage over the last 10 years. He 
included the rapidly increasing capacity 
of modern factories in which extensive 
freely communicating areas provided the 
ideal layout to house conveyor systems, 
and which was diametrically opposed to 
the interests of fire protection. 

‘The position has been worsened,’ he 
said, ‘by the use of combustible linings 
for thermal insulation purposes. It is 
unfortunate that so many of the materials 
which are otherwise most suitable for 
insulation purposes are combustible, and 
although for new buildings the recent 
Thermal Insulation Act will require 
material to have a Class I surface spread 
of flame, in many cases apart from an 
external skin the material may still add 
fuel to a fire. Many of the existing linings 
have been affixed to the undersides of 


Interior Decoration of 
Factories 


Wider Choice of Methods and 
Materials 


NEW REGULATIONS* under the Factories 
Act, 1959, have been made by Mr. John 
Hare, Minister of Labour. to allow a 
wider choice of methods and materials to 
be used in the interior decoration of fac- 
tories. The old requirement in terms of 
painting with oil paint at least once every 
seven years has been replaced by new 
regulations which prescribe the manner 
of painting and repainting walls and 
ceilings as: ‘ The application of a suitable 
paint in such a manner as to produce 
over the whole of the treated surface a 
compact continuous film capable of being 
washed with water and soap or other 
suitable detergent or of being cleaned by 
such other method as may be approved 
by the inspector of the district.’ 

While still stipulating that repainting 
or revarnishing is to be carried out at 
intervals not exceeding seven years, the 
order now also lays down that the whole 
or part of the surface must be done more 
often if it is necessary to maintain a com- 
pact continuous film that can be cleaned. 
The regulations also provide for exemp- 
tions of certain factories or parts of fac- 
tories from the requirements of Section 
l(c) of the 1937 Act regarding the 
periodical washing, painting or white- 
washing of the interior surfaces of 
factory buildings.

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purlins, leaving a space through which 
draught can spread fire very quickly 
Water from hoses or sprinklers cannot 
reach the burning surface of a roof and 
its lining until the blazing material col- 
lapses into the building and spreads the 
fire over a large area.’ 

Mr. Jackson did not think the factors 
of size and construction alone could 
account for the sudden increase in the 
wastage for 1959 because they applied 
almost equally in other years. 


Large Area Factory Fires 


Inadequate Separation the Common 
Fea.ure 


THREE DISASTROUS FIRES in 1959, each 
resulting in a loss of over £2m. combined 
to cause a loss of over £74m. in engineer 
ing, motor-car and aircraft factories. This 
was quite apart from many smaller fires 
in factories where the same features 
accounted for the extent of fire damage 
Only recently another similar fire has 
occurred. 

The feature common to these fires, 
states the Fire Protection Association, 
is lack of fire separation, resulting in an 
extensive factory area throughout which 
a fire is free to spread. Soft fibreboard 
roof linings and heavy coatings of bitu- 
men, both highly combustible, are other 
features common to the construction of 
many of these factories. Roof trusses 
and supports are not protected against 
the effects of the heat of a fire and they 
collapse in the early stages. The large 
areas undivided by roads or any form 
of fire separation make access for fire 
men almost impossible, and thus a pro 
duction area which has been designed to 
facilitate manufacture becomes instru 
mental in the development of a large fire. 


Automatic sprinkler systems are with- 
out doubt the most efficient means of 
countering the disadvantages of a large 
undivided area. They have proved them- 
selves many times in bringing under con 
trol and extinguishing fires in their early 
stages. A sprinkler system should be a 
fundamental part of the equipment of 
large area factories. But even so fac 
tories should be divided by fire separat- 
ing walls into the smallest practicable 
areas with an upper limit of 100,000 sq 
ft. whenever possible. Fire separating 
walls should have a fire resistance of two 
hours but openings may be provided in 
them for conveyors and generally for 
communication as long as they are fitted 
with fire-resisting doors and shutters. If 
there is no automatic sprinkler installa- 
tion there should be an automatic fire 
alarm system eonnected to the fire 
brigade station as well as to a perman- 
ently manned works fire control point. 


Additional recommendations concern- 
ing the fire protection of open plan 
single-storey factories are made in the 
current Autumn Bulletin of the Fire Pro- 
tection Association.

Safety Officers for Construction Sites 
Draft Regulations Propose Code for Safe Working 


A NEW SAFETY cope for all workers 
engaged on building operations and works 
of engineering construction, which re- 
quires the appointment of safety officers 
by many firms is proposed in the Con- 
struction (General Provisions) Regula- 
tions*, a statutory draft of which was 
published by the Minister of Labour, Mr. 
John Hare, on October 28. 

These proposed regulations impose re- 
quirements for the protection of persons 
employed above and below ground, and 
replace some of the Building (Safety, 
Health and Welfare) Regulations, 1948. 
They also provide that all prime movers 
and other dangerous machinery, whether 
driven by power or not, shall be securely 
fenced, and that it shall be an offence to 
sel] or hire such machinery which is not 
so fenced. 

The safety officers are defined as being 
persons experienced in such operations 
and works to which the regulations 
apply, and to be suitably qualified to 
carry out certain duties. These duties in- 
clude the giving of advice on the observ- 
ance of the safety requirements for the 
protection of the persons employed, exer- 
cising general supervision of such 
observance, and promoting the safe con- 
duct of the work generally. 

All contractors or employers who have 
more than 50 workers employed by them 
on the types of work specified in the 
regulations, whether or not these people 
are engaged on the same site, or are all 
at work at any one time, are under the 
obligation to appoint safety officers. 

Contractors who carry out demolition 
work will also have to appoint a com- 
petent person, experienced in such opera- 
tions, to supervise the work, none of which 
will be undertaken without prior consulta- 
tion with that person. Precautions to 
be taken to avoid risk of collapse are set 
out. 

The regulations prescribe measures to 
be taken to ensure safety of working 
places, of works invoWwed in excavations, 
shafts and tunnels, on the construction of 


cofferdams and caissons or in dangerous 
or unhealthy atmospheres. These include 
the provision and maintenance of safe 
means of access, the daily inspection of 
excavations, and adequate ventilation. 

Also published at the same time are 
the Construction (Lifting Operations) 
Regulationst. These impose requirements 
about the construction, use and examina- 
tion of all lifting appliances, gear and 
tackle, to ensure the protection of 
workers who employ them on building 
operations or works of engineering con- 
struction. 

Every lifting appliance, all its parts, as 
well as the plant and equipment utilised 
for anchoring or fixing such appliances 
must be properly maintained and in- 
spected at least once a week. Provision 


In Scotland the rate for the woman craftsman is 4s. 4d. after a probationary 


is also made for ensuring stability of lift- 
ing appliances. Rules for the use of 
cranes specify that they may only be 
erected under supervision of a competent 
person, and driven by trained people. No 
one under 18 years of age may be allowed 
to give signals. 


New to Civil Engineering 

This is the first occasion on which com- 
prehensive legal requirements about the 
safety of workpeople have been applied 
to the civil engineering industry. The 
building industry has had similar laws 
since 1948.

UGANDA.—Barclays Bank DCO reports 
that work is to go ahead on the con- 
struction of a bridge near Karuma Falls 
on the River Nile in the Northern Pro- 
vince. The scheme was first announced 
by the Ministry of Works last January 
and will cost about £4m. 


Contractors at Volta Dam Site 


THE FIFTY-TWO REPRESENTATIVES Of com- 
panies and consortiums who are bidding 
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for the Volta River project contracts 
recently spent some time at the site. The 
bidders include Parkinson Howard, the 
British firm which is building the £18m. 
Tema harbour. The main dam construc- 
tion is to be completed in 54 years and 
it is expected that the contract for this 
scheme will be awarded by April, 1961. 


Shortage of Apprentices in SA 


SOUTH AFRICAN BUILDERS and contractors 
are worried by the inadequate number of 
apprentices available, particularly in the 
plastering field. At the recently held 
annual congress of the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trade Employers in 
South Africa it was resolved that if, 
after research, the existing demand for 
apprentices outweighed the supply, the 
Federation would consider a campaign 
for the recruitment of apprentices from 
overseas. Similar schemes have been 
started in Australia and Canada. 


Town Planning in Western 
Nigeria 


Moves to Secure Effective 
Development 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


THE WESTERN NIGERIAN GOVERNMENT has 
launched a major town planning pro- 
gramme to ensure that all towns in the 
Region are planned and developed on 
modern lines. It is the first comprehensive 
programme of its kind in West Africa. 
The Western Region of Nigeria has over 
135 towns with a population of 5,000 or 
more. 

Town and country planning in Nigeria 
is primarily a responsibility of local gov- 
ernment but shortage of trained staff, 
inadequate survey plans, public opposi- 
tion and lack of interest and knowledge 
have prejudiced progress. The Govern- 
ment has therefore decided to direct and 
assist in planning activities until local 
government authorities are capable of 
taking over. 

The principal function of a town plan- 
ning authority in Western Nigeria is to 
plan development and to develop out- 
dated property in such a way as to ensure 
that there will be suitable sites for new 
development, and that essential services 
can be supplied where development is 
planned to take place. 

The Government has allocated 
£200,000 in its current Five Year Devel- 
opment Plan to assist towards the estab- 
lishment of authorities, the preparation 
of schemes and layouts, the training of 
staff and the organisation of the collec- 
tion of revenue. A further £2m. has been 
allocated for rapid urban development. 
This sum is being used to make loans to 
town planning authorities or companies 
established to undertake site develop- 
ment where well planned schemes for 
selected areas have been worked out. 

The Government is particularly con- 
cerned to ensure the effective develop- 
ment of the area surrounding the Federal 
territory of Lagos where the demand for 
building land, factory and commercial 
sites is expanding very rapidly. A draft 
scheme for the area has been prepared 
and consultants employed.

Contract for Hydro-Electric Scheme 


THE MITCHELL CONSTRUCTION CO. LTD., of 
Peterborough, have been awarded a third 
contract by the North of Scotland Hydro- 
Electric Board in connection with the 
Loch Awe scheme. The contract involves 
the construction of a concrete gravity 
dam across the outlet of Loch Nant, 
1,150 ft. long by 80 ft. high, together 
with overflow spillway and channel, the 
construction of access roads and other 
ancillary works. The total value of the 
three contracts is over £770,000. Civil 
engineering consultants for the Nant se- 
tion of the Awe scheme are Messrs. 
Babtie, Shaw and Morton, of Glasgow. 


New Galashiels Academy 
a NEW £500,000 academy to replace the 
present school is to be built at Galashiels. 
The present building, with alterations and 
additions, will become a technical college. 

The academy, to be sited west of the 
Scott Park in about 15 acres of Gala 
Estate, has been officially designed to 
accommodate 820 pupils, but by econo- 
mical planning about 900 can be taken. 
The main block of four storeys will house 
20 classrooms and a library, with a green- 
house and meteorological station on the 
roof. Connecting the main block to the 
assembly hall, dining room and gym- 
nasia will be two wings enclosing a court 
yard which may be used by senior pupils 
and for outdoor studies. The technical 
block will be raised on stilts giving a 
covered play space and accommodation 
for bicycles. 

Architects for the new school are J. & J. 
Hall, Ladhope Vale, Galashiels. 


£20m. Hospitals Programme 


SPEAKING AT the opening ceremony of the 
new biochemistry laboratory at the Royal 
Infirmary, Edinburgh, the Chief Medical 
Officer of the Department of Health for 
Scotland, SIR KENNETH COWAN, Said that 
£20 million would be spent over a period 
on the development of teaching hospitals 
and medical centres in Scotland. 

Under these developments, the Royal 
Infirmary would be rebuilt and a new 
teaching hospital and research centre 
with 800 beds provided. The Glasgow 
Western Infirmary would be replaced. A 
new hospital and medical centre with 150 
beds would be built on a new site in 
Dundee and a new surgical unit with 120 
beds was to be provided at Aberdeen. 
Discussions had just begun with the 
Regional Board in Aberdeen over this 
latter step. Another important change 
would be that some large hospitals such 
as the Western in Edinburgh would be 
developed and extended to allow teaching 
and child research work to go on in them. 

Sir Kenneth said that plans for the pro- 
gramme were being considered at the 
moment. The Department of Health was 
giving every assistance. 


Plea for Grace in Buildings 


DR. T. J. HONEYWELL, former director of 
art galleries in Glasgow, advised students 
of the Glasgow School of Architecture 
recently to remember that grace, as well 
as elegance and utility was an essential 
part of any art. 

In his address that followed the presen- 
tation of diplomas, certificates and prizes 
awarded for the 1959-60 session, he said: 
*The aim of all the arts has not been 
logic but delight. There can be over- 
emphasis on function. 

‘A logical building can be 100 per 
cent utilitarian and still mean something. 
A straight line can give elegance, but 
sometimes something more is needed to 
give grace. 

‘I have considerable sympathy with 
critics who are getting a little bit fed up 
with architecture that seems to be a col- 
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lection of elongated cigarette packets. 
Grace is indefinable, but it is an essential 
part of any art.’
